In front of his house on Willow Road In Northbrook since July. 
He's had offers to sell it but is waiting for the right bid. 


It's a lOO-year-old jail cell, about eight feet tall and weigh- 


ing a ton, and If you can match his $750 selling price or come 
closest to it, you can have it for your very own. He'll even 
move it for you. 


THE JAIL CELL Is an unusual gift for the person who is 


stumped and doesn't know what to get his loved one for a 
Christmas gift. A big advantage, of course, in purchasing the 
cell is that you don't have to battle the record-breaking 
crowds expected to jam department stores and shopping cen- 
ters beginning today. 


Store owners, sales personnel and manufacturers arc pre- 


dicting a banner Christmas sales season for the umpteenth 
year in a row. More people, more products and more stores 
assures this will be so. 


For merchandising purposes, the big shopping season be- 


gins today, the day after Thanksgiving and the traditional 
starting point for the holiday gift-buying rush. 


WOODFIELD Shopping Center in Schaumburg expects 


nearly 200,000 persons to trample each other today in the 
mall's 189 stores, shops and restaurants. But this isn't its 
biggest day. The two Saturdays immediately preceding 
Christmas Day draw more customers and this year probably 
will bring the same turnout. 


Though officials at Woodficld refuse to comment on how 


much revenue will be brought in during the one month period, 
they will say they expect a 20 per cent or mnre Increase in 
sales at the 150 stores that were located at the shopping 
center last ydar. Since then, another 39 stores have opened 
there. 


It is estimated that with the Increase hi stores, the total 


sales at the shopping center will be up 60 per cent over the 
total sales of last year.

KANDIIURST expects about 60,000 persons to shop at its 75 


stores Friday. Officials there said this should be the best year 
in sales overall with all stores expected to bring in $30 
million by New Year's. The Christmas gift buying season 
should be 20 per cent above last year's sales, officials said.

David Silger, merchandising manager for Scars, Roebuck 


and Co. in Woodfield says he's noticed the Christmas shop- 
ping season had already begun to heat up long before today. 


"Sales will be excellent," he said. "It appears Christmas 


shoppers started the first of November." 


SILGER SAID there is a big interest in "personal care 


items," perfume, nightgowns and negligees for women with 
the wearing apparel selling the biggest during the 10 days 
preceding Christmas Day. 


For men, he said, best selling items include dress shirts. 


Sears' brand, of course, and ties. He expects velvet ties,

be updated by a special census. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said ho 


plans to request the special population 
count next month when the village 
growth Is expected to reach 23,000. The 
manager said he Is not sure now long It 
will take to get the census organized, but 
said he expected the project to be under 
way by February or March. 


Local officials have been keeping a 


chose watch on estimated village growth 
ao that the special census will bo most 
advantageous to the village. Both state 
Income tax money and motor fuel tax 
funds arc returned to the village accord- 
Ing to population.

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Passolt said that since an official cen- 


sus taken by the U.S. Census Bureau can 
only be conducted once every two yean, 
he is waiting for the population to hit 
22,000. He said that by waiting for the 
anticipated growth, the village will syb- 
stantlally increase Its revenue from the 
state. 


"I DIDNT WANT to be too quick 


about it," Passolt said. 


According to the manager, the village 


will gain about $50,000 in Income tax 
money and about $60,000 In motor fuel 
tax funds if the population reaches 
22,000. 


The last Wheeling census was taken in 


1070, when the population was 14,799. 
These figures are still being used to de- 
termine the village's portion of state in- 
come tax and motor fuel tax'funds, al- 
though village officials currently esti- 
mate the population at more than 21,000. 


While the village has already waited a 


year and a half longer than necessary to 
request a special census, Passolt said he 
thinks the village will gain from the 
wait. He said that If Wheeling had re- 
quested the population count in 1972, the 
Increase in population would not have 
been so dramatic. 


"I wouldn't have got that much really 


from going in the middle," ho said. 


BASED ON developments currently un- 


der construction in Wheeling, Passolt 
said the village population is expected to 
reach "30,000 in the next year or two. I 
want to be halfway to the high point be- 
fore I put In for a census," he said. 


The manager said that with this contin- 


ued growth the village will probably need 
a second special census in another two 
years. "I definitely think we will have to 
go again In two years," he said. 


According to Passolt the cost of taking 


a census will be about $3,000. In taking a 
census, a representative of the regional 
office of the U.S. Census Bureau would 
come to Wheeling, hire residents to con- 
duct surveys and then tabulate the offi- 
cial results.

In Kuwait, the foreign minister called

Record spacewalk a success

HOUSTON (UPI) — Two Skylab astro- 


nauts, struggling through a raft of 
chores, successfully repaired on earth 
sensing antenna during a record Thanks- 
giving Day spacewalk. 


Edward G. Gibson and William R. 


Pogue had several minor and one major 
problem during the ambitious six-hour 
and 35 minute walk In space, but com- 
pleted the bulk of the tasks. They also 
replenished film in sun-watching tele- 
scopes and set out five of six ex- 
periments. 


Mission commander Gerald P. Carr re- 


mained Inside to test the repair work on 
the earth studies instrument. 


EDWARD GIBSON 


A spokesman said the repair was suc- 


cessful. The astronauts were able to fix 
the most important part of the antenna 
which allows It to scan from side to side 
during earth surveys collecting data on 
sea conditions, ice, snow and other sur- 
face features. 


Gibson and Poguc clad in cumbersome 


white spacesuits and mildewed water- 
cooled longjohns, barely broke the space- 
walking record of six hours and 31 min- 
utes set by the Skylab 2 pilots. 


The longest spacewalk outside an orbit- 


Ing craft was six hours and 31 minutes, 
made by the Skylab 2 crew. 


Gibson and Pogue floated out of the

114-foot-long orbital workshop at 11:43 
a.m. CST and got ahead of schedule dur- 
ing the first half of the walk. Mission 
control gave the pilots a "go" to repair 
the antenna instead of doing another 
spacewalk Friday. 


The men had a small problem attach- 


ing an instrument that contains samples 
of thermal coatings that may be used as 
insulation on future spacecraft. 


The astronauts were awed by the view 


outside the station as they swept around 
the earth 270 miles high. 


"There's the ground," Gibson said. 


"Boy, isn't this the great outdoors. Inside 
you're just looking through a window. 
Out here you're really out in it."

Egypt, Israel 
iail to agree 
on troop issue

Egyptian and Israeli military officials, 


meeting in a howling sandstorm along 
the Cairo-Suez highway, failed again 
Thursday to agree on the withdrawal of 
their forces along the Suez Canal — the 
final and most crucial phase of the six- 
point Middle East cease-fire agreement. 


The urgency of the talks was under- 


lined by a clash near Abu Saweir on the 
cease-fire line west of Ismailla In which 
Israel reported three Egyptian soldiers 
were killed. Israeli and Syrian forces 
also exchanged gunfire along the Syrian 
frontlines but no casualties were report- 
ed. 


Egyptian and Israeli sides emerging 


from a sandswept army tent at Kilome- 
ter 101 on the Cairo-Suez road said they 
would resume their crisis-charged talks 
daily until an agreement was hammered 
out on the troop withdrawals. A spokes- 
man for the United Nations said the two 
negotiators, Egyptian Maj. Gen. Mo- 
hammed Gamassy and Israeli Gen. Aha- 
ron Yariv, "joked often and were In a 
happy mood" during the negotiations. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Ralph Na- 


der-backed research group said Thurs- 
day the administration and the House 
Ways and Means Committee have delib- 
erately published a misleading report to 
cover up tax favoritism toward the 
wealthy and thwart needed tax reforms. 


The Tax Reform Research Group said 


the report, published by the committee 
last June In consultation with the Trea- 
sury Department, omitted crucial statis- 
tics in reaching .the false conclusion that 
federal tax loopholes favor middle-in- 
come taxpayers. 


In a statement, the Nader group said 


the complete statistics actually show 
wealthy taxpayers benefit from the loo- 


pholes at the expense of those with lesser 
incomes. 


"The slanting of these statistics is part 


of a deliberate plan to deceive the Amer- 
ican people and stymie the tax reform 
movement," said Robert Brandon, direc- 
.tor of the group. "These statistics really 
show how much the nation needs through 
reform of Its tax laws." 


He said Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., 


the Ways and Means chairman, and 
President Nixon "should be working to 
end the unfairness of our tax laws in- 
stead of covering it up." 


Brandon said the House committee re- 


ported that taxpayers with adjusted 
gross incomes between $7,000 and $10,000 
a year saved $310 million in mortgage 


interest deductions in 1972 and those with 
incomes over $100,000 saved only $35 mil- 
lion. 


But, he said, the report failed to men- 


tion that the $310 million savings was 
spread amoung 12 million taxpa; ers while 
only 91,286 people shared the $35 million 
in the higher bracket. The average tax- 
payer actually saved, only $24.59 from the 
mortgage interest deduction last year, he 
said, while the wealthier taxpayer saved 
$602.50. 


Brandon said this loophole saved Nixon 


about $66,000 on his 1970 and 1971 taxes 
because of interest paid for his homes In 
Key Biscayne, Fla., and San Clemente, 
Calif. 


Nixon enjoying 'respite' Thanksgiving

President Nixon joined his family and 


close friend C.fG. "Bebe" Rebozo in the 
privacy of his Maryland mountaintop re- 
treat Thursday for a traditional Thanks- 
giving dinner and a respite from the per- 
sistent pressures of Watergate and the 
energy crises. 


Nixon flew to Camp David by hellcop* 


ter in early afternoon after a series of 
White House meetings, including a 30- 
minute session with Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger that was described 
as "a general review of foreign policy." 


As Nixon began what was expected to 


be a long holiday weekend at Camp Da- 
vid, a White House spokesman said the 
President had not decided how to re- 
spond to U. S. District Judge John J. Si- 
rica's request Wednesday for immediate 
surrender of all subpoenaed Watergate 
tapes. 


Nixon also was still studying options 


for dealing with severe fuel shortages ex- 
pected this winter, including a proposed 
ban on Sunday gasoline sales. 


The AFL-CIO said Thursday Nixon 


committed an Impeachable offense when . 
he created the White House plumbers, a 
"special and personal secret police, an- 
'swerable only to the White House and 
operating totally outside the constraints 
of the law." 


The labor federation's second weekly 


statement detailing a 19-point "bill of 
particulars" as grounds for the Presi- 
dent's immediate impeachment focused 
on the special White House Investigative 
unit — the so-called "plumbers" — 
which burglarized the psychiatrist's of- 
fice of Pentagon Papers defendant Dan- 
iel Ellsberg In September, 1971.

Guarantee checks prepared 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The govern- 


ment is preparing to mail the first 
checks providing in effect a guaranteed 
minimum income to 3.2 million aged, 
blind and disabled Americans in early 
January — only about half as many as 
previously estimated, a Sodal Security 
official said Thursday. But the number of 
eligible needy recipients Is expected to 
reach advance predictions of 6.2 million 
persons during 1974, In what HEW Secre- 
tary Caspar W. Weinberger has called 
"perhaps the largest civilian operation 
the federal government has undertaken 
since medicare." 


The guaranteed annual Income, known 


officially as Supplemental Security In- 
come (SSI), represents a federal take- 
over of 1,152 differing state and local wel- 
fare programs for the needy who are 65 
years or older, blind or disabled. 


About half the states provide higher 


welfare payments than the new federal 
amounts, but the law passed by Congress 
last year guarantees that no recipient 
transferred to SSI rolls will suffer any 
cutbacks. 


In place of state and local benefits will 


be a minimum federal cash payment of 
$130 a month for individuals and $195 for 
couples. These are scheduled to rise to 
$140 and $210 each next July.

Since the program began, 36 resi- 
dents have checked the pens out of the 
Wheeling Public Library. 


Trustee Ron Bruhn said the lack of re- 


sponse to the program Is caused by apa- 
thy. He said most people arc not worried 
about theft or burglary until It strikes In 
their own family. 


He noted, however, that the program 


has proven to substantially reduce tlicft 
because marked valuables arc easy to 
trace. He said burglars do not like to 
steal property that Is easily Identifiable. 


IN OHDER to promote the program, 


Bruhn said the Ullage Is going to begin n 
push to hivo residents mark their new 
Christmas presents. 


"People get all these presents, and we 


can really whack Into It then," he said. 
"What Santa gave you, don't let someone 
else take." 


The police department recommends 


that people use the pens to engrave a 
driver's license number on any valu- 
ables. The driver's license can be traced 
by the police whenever stolen property Is 
recovered. Persons using the pens are 
asked to keep a list of their marked valu- 
ables so that they can determine what 
has been stolen If a burglary occurs. 


Bruhn said the Wheeling program may 


have been hurt by the new engraving 
pencils that arc now available at stores. 
He said a large number of residents may 
be marking their valuables but not using 
the village's engraving tools.

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Hotline volunteers ready 
to help youths in trouble

Tho lonely elderly woman, the harried 


father who has just discovered drugs In 
his son's room, the girl whose boyfriend 
is pushing her to "go all the way," the 
transvcstitc who can't find his place in 
high school society — they've all called 
541-HELP for advice. 


That's the Omnl-House: Youth Services 


Bureau Hotline number, a counseling 
service manned by a staff of caring 
teens and adults concerned about people 
with problems. 


The Hotline has been In operation since 


Omnl-House first opened Its doors In a 
storefront at 516 N. Milwaukee Avc., 
Wheeling, two years ago. 


A group of about 30 volunteers mans 


the Hotline from 6 to 11 p m. on week- 
days and from 5 p.m. to 1 a.m. on week- 
ends. Nearly 100 calls come in every 
month, most of them anonymous. 


It takes a special kind of person to 


handle those calls and Hotline volunteers 
are screened and given extensive train- 
ing before they're added to the staff. 


CHERYL TOROK, Omni-House psy- 


chologist, said some of the qualifications 
for a Hotline volunteer Include maturity, 
stability, dependability, honesty, con- 
fidentiality and appropriate needs. 


In other words, she said, an Omni- 


House Hotline volunteer must "have It 
together" before he or she can help any- 
one else. 


The volunteers go through two training 


sessions weekly for eight weeks, learning 
what kind of calls to expect, how to point 
out alternatives to allow the caller to 
reach a solution to his problem and how 
to make appropriate referrals for further 
counseling when necessary. 


Leslie Fischer, a junior at Wheeling 


High School, has been a Hotline volun- 
teer since last January. She believes the 
confidential telephone counseling is a 
valuable service to area communities. 


"It's important because it gives people 


a way to just get something out In the 
open," she said. "A lot of times, they 
can't talk to their friends or their family 
and they have to talk to somebody or 
else blow up." 


"Besides serving the purpose of venti- 


lation, it's a liaison between the caller 
and the rest of the--counsellng depart- 
ment," added Miss Torok. "The Hotline 
volunteers represent the other referral 
services and a person who calls knows 
that somewhere along the line they can 
get the answer they want."

Kusper seeks tax bill support 


A loophole In Illinois' new tax law 


could force school districts and local pov- 
crnmcnts to purchase $30 million In tnx 
anticipation warrants next year, accord- 
Ing to County Clerk Stanley Kusper. 


In a letter to state legislators, Kusper 


has asked for support of a special session 
bill introduced Sunday to block the "de- 
fect" 


The tnx law, signed by Gov. Daniel 


Walker in September, was aimed at re- 
ducing use of tax anticipation warrants 
by collecting taxes March 1 and July 1. 


The loophole prohibits collection of 


taxes on property in new subdivisions or 
now tax districts during the first in- 
stallment. Kusper said that in Lyons, 
Riverside and Oak Park, for Instance, a 
now menial health district would prevent 
fipit-lnstaHjiicnt collection of taxes. 


About 20 per cent of suburban property 


would be exempt from first installment 
taxes, Kusper said. 


The special session bill would "avoid 


lawsuits and Is not a partisan thing," 
Kusper said. "The sound administration 
of government requires that all officials 
prevent the unnecessary increase of 
taxes."

Chicago la a friendly city, and no one 


is friendlier in this friendly metropolis 
than Chicago Democrats who began 
slatemaking this week. 


"The Democratic party has been and 


will continue to be a vehicle for all," 
Mayor Richard J. Daley piped from be- 
hind his bodyguards in the plush LaSalle 
Hotel. 


The men and women, the blacks and 


Latin Americans cheered. Even the Andy 
Frain ushers, who protected the thick red 
rug, looked pleased. 


In the hallway, powerful Democrats, 


who usually are short, stocky and re- 
semble five-foot, cigar-smoking stumps, 
t h u m p e d each other's chests and 
swapped influence. 


What more could be expected? After 


all, Daley set the tone in an appearance 
many months ago. 


"If a man can't help his sons, what is 


the world coming to?" Daley intoned in 
July after newspapers revealed that the 
Hell & Hell of Evanston was receiving 
millions of dollars in insurance on public 
buildings while employing the mayor's 
son, John Patrick Daley. That's family 
friendliness. 


Daley, the party's county chairman, 


isn't running for county office. But the 
Democratic party's list of potential can- 
didates ranks second to none in friend- 
liness. 


Take Richard Martwick, superintend- 


ent of the county educational service re- 
gion and a candidate for re-election. 


"The Martwicks are a friendly family 
throughout," a Chicago columnist ob- 
served last year. 


After his election in 1970, Martwick 


hired his aunt, uncle and brother-in-law. 
His wife was once listed on the same 
payroll. 


Another Democratic friend of his 


brother is Harry Semrow, candidate for

Suburbs shouldn't ignore transit 


So much has been written and 


said about the political bickering 
over a Regional Transit Authority 
that the basic idea of an RTA lias 
been obscured beyond recognition. 


If kept in perspective, regional 


transit for the Metropolitan Chi- 
cago area should be as clear a pri- 
ority for Illinois lawmakers as any- 
thing before the General Assem- 
bly. 


With that in mind it was particu- 


larly disheartening last week to 
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hear one prominent suburban may- 
or voice objections to RTA not on 
its political merits but on the sound- 
ness of the idea — a line of think- 
ing that to us is like trying to at- 
tack the flow of time itself. 


Speaking to the need for regional 


transportation for Northeastern Il- 
linois, Mayor Roland Meyer of 
Rolling Meadows said, "it wouldn't 
bother me if they don't pass an 
RTA because we don't need it for 
Rolling Meadows..." 


Further, Meyer said, "Every 


RTA proposal calls for funding 
from the motorists ... I don't think 
the person who needs his car for 
business purposes should be made 
to pay for something he will not 
use..." 


\Vc believe Meyer is a man who 


has long worked publicly for the 
betterment of his community, but 
his attitude and the opinions of oth- 
er suburban mayors with similar 
views are in the long view harmful 
to the future of the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


The problem with suburban lead- 


ership in too many instances is

that it is isolationist and defiant of 
the changing urban situation. Mey- 
er's comments on RTA are only 
one example of the idea that each 
suburban community can go it 
alone, erecting paper* boundaries 
around themselves. 


Meyer's argument that motorists 


should not help subsidize mass 
transit which they would not use is 
an illogical way of looking at the 
way federal and tax subsidies 
work. 


In fact, Rolling Meadows is a 


good example of a community 
which owes its existence to the sub- 
sidies of others. 


Massive federal subsidies to the 


expressway systems and to each 
homeowner in the form of tax cred- 
its for interests on mortgages — 
and even the FHA housing pro- 
gram itself, all have created a fed- 
eral subsidy which allowed the 
creation of many Northwest subur- 
ban neighborhoods. 
' For Meyer and other suburban 
mayors now to turn their backs on 
t'he legitimate needs of the metro- 
politan area is a form of back- 
stepping. Worse, we believe contin- 
ued isolation of the suburbs from 
mass transportation needs will hurt 
the suburbs in the future. 


There are serious questions in 


the minds of urban planners about 
our continued dependance on the 
automobile. The gas 
shortage, 


highways clogged to the point of 
despair and lack of more land to 
pave over into parking lots all con- 
spire against the automobile in to- 
morrow's world. 


Instead of condemning regional 


transportation, suburban mayors 
should be finding ways to make the 
plan useful to their constituents.

"I'd do it for any individual," Parky 


said, neglecting to name any small home- 
bulldeis who received similar breaks. 


Despite prolonged investigation, U.S. 


Atty. James Thompson has said that Cul- 
lerton personally is clean. But it's hard 
to count the number of Cullerton employ- 
es who have been indicted and sentenced 
for accepting bribes. 


Kusper has played a low-key role In 


Democratic politics since named to fill 
the clerk's post in March. His pre- 
decessor was Eddie Barrett, convicted of 
bribery while in office. Kusper has 
worked hard. 


But, Kusper Is a friend of the party, a 


"triple Democrat." He is former chair- 
man of the Chicago election board. His 
employes there now rank number one 
in total of Indictments after a 1972 
primary marked by vote fraud, ghost 
voters and questionable counting. 


Bernard Korzen is not seeking reelec- 


tion as little talked about county treas- 
urer. Korzen embarrassed the party and 
county board by depositing millions of 
dollars in non-interest accounts in friend- 
ly banks. 


Final friendly is George Dunne who 


hasn't been indicted for anything. Dunne 
owned stock one bank Korzen favored 
and Dunne was one county politician who 
was allowed to profitably invest in Lin- 
coln Park high rises. The buildings were 
constructed by James McHugh who said 
that Dunne and U.S. Rep. Daniel Rosten- 
kowski (Daley's friendly lobby in Wash- 
ington) were investors because "these 
are friends." 


The moral seems to be — pick your 


friends carefully. Demand political pow- 
er or cash.

Nixon's battling hard

WASHINGTON - President Nixon is 


on the campaign trail again, not to win 
the presidency but to save it. 


Breaking a months-long moratorium on 


public appearances and weeks of virtual 
isolation, Nixon emerged last week in a 
whirlwind of activity. 


"We've got to take 'em on. We can't go 


on the way we are," said his chief of 
staff, Alexander M. Haig Jr. 


Nixon sandwiched a scries of public 


appearances between the most intensive 
lobbying of both the Congress and the 
Republican hierarchy he has ever under- 
taken. 


To all, his message was clear: I am 


not resigning. 


Between an exhausting and somtimes 


humiliating round of meetings with al- 
most 300 senators and congressmen, he 
journeyed first to a downtown Washing- 
ton hotel and assured 4,000 cheering dele- 
gates to a realtors convention that he 
would "not walk away from the job." 


Then traveling South to a mirrored 


ballroom at Disney World, he fielded 
questions thrown at him from a group of 
about 400 newspaper executives for an 
hour and six minutes on national tele- 
vision. 


After a day of rest at his Florida 


home, he flew to Memphis, Tenn., to con- 
vince 19 apprehensive Republican gover- 
nors that the actions of his adminis- 
tration had done no irreparable harm 
to the Republican party. 


He appeared combative at times dur- 


ing his news conference and almost 
pleading at others. 


"You can believe them if you want," 


he said of his previous assertions of in- 
nocence. 


"I can tell you it is the truth because I 


have listened to ... 
what is in the 


tapes." 


At another point he complained bitterly 


about publicity which he claimed "al- 
ready has convicted" his two former 
aides, H. R. Haldeman and John D. Ehr- 
lichman, before they even had a trial. 


Then, in an emotion-filled assertion ad- 


dressing the whole, broad question of 
Watergate and the bitterly-resented alle- 
gations that ha has used his high office 
for personal gain, he declared: 


"I have made my mistakes, but in all 


of my years of public life I have never 
profited, never profited from public ser- 
vice. I have earned every cent. 


"And in all my years of public life, I 


have never obstructed justice. 
"... People have got to know whether 


or not their President is a crook. Well, I 
am not a crook. I have earned every- 
thing I have got." 


White House aides believe the Presi- 


dent's television appearance helped 
shore up his sagging popularity. But they 
privately concede that he provided little 
additional information on the central 
question of his own involvement in the 
Watergate affair. 


The specific charges, they say, wilt be 


dealt with in detail on the coming weeks 
and months. 


The President clearly was struggling 


for survival but his closest aides believe 
he has turned the corner. (UPI)

Nationwide gas shortage? 
It hasn't really hit home,

NEW YORK — Although they agree a prolonged gasollno 


shortage would mean a drastically changed lifestyle, few 
Amercians yet arc willing to bellc\e It will happen. 


That sums up the conclusions to be drawn from a United 


Press International survey of business people around the 
country whose livelihoods depend closely on gasoline and die- 
set fuel. 


Ironically, two possible good results of the shortage were 


forecast. Undersecretary Floyd Hyde of the federal Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare, and municipal 
spokesmen In some cities said the motor fuel shortage could 
bo a big boon to downtown stores because people would not 
spend gas to drive far distances to shop as In recent years. 


Officials In Massachusetts and New Jersey said a prolonged 


gasollno shortage that reduces traffic and speeds on the high- 
ways eventually could forco some reduction in automobile 
insurance rates. 


A MOST pessimistic view of the situation come from for- 


mer Interior Sec. Stewart Udatl, who said agriculture, the 
airlines, bus lines and trucking lines and the resort Industry 
will be hit so hard the country Is sure to experience next year 
the worst recession since World War II. Postmaster General 
Elmer Kliusen sold the delivery of Christmas mall next 
month may be greatly hampered by fuel shortages. 


UPI found that, so far, few persons have lost jobs and, 


except for gasoline stations and the airlines, no significant 
number of businesses have had to close or curtail operations. 
But many fear they soon will. 


Dealer* selling larger automobiles, reported to be already 


hard hit by the higher prices for gasoline this year, refused to 
panic. "We haven't seen any decrease In sales as yet," said 
James C, DICostanzo, division manager of Cadillac Auto Co., 
Boston. "People arc not going to go from a Cadillac to a 
Toyota. If a man Is driving a luxury car now, a gas shortage 
really makes no difference to him." 


But Toyota's vales manager in Boston. Jack Donovan, said 


sales of the little Japanese car arc booming because of the 
gas shortage and predicted people In the middle and low- 
Income brackets will switch to smaller cars. A Boston 
Chevrolet dealer said the switch to smaller models already is 
on. 


CAD nniVKIUS In New England, In Chicago and elsewhere, 


were fearful about the future. Bob Early, a Burlington, Vt., 
owner-driver, said if cab and other commercial vehicle own- 
ers don't get more consideration on fuel they won't be able to 
moke a living. 


Jerry Kcldman, who heads Chicago's big Checker and Yel- 


low cab fleets, said lie is having a terrible scramble getting 
gasoline for his 3,600 cabs and has ordered speed cuts and 
other fuel economy measures. Feldman has laid off no driv- 
ers but no longer hires 100 or so a week In his normally high 
turnover business. Milton Elscnbcrg, who heads Yellow Cab 
of Philadelphia, pointed out that gasoline rationing for pri- 
vate motorists would increase demand for taxlcab service, 
adding to his fuel headache, 


Most fearful, of course, are businesses dependent on fairly 


long distance travel — skiing, camping, boating, motels and 
highway restaurants. 


Yet spokesmen for such attractions as Disneyland, Sea 


World, Lake Tahoo and Yosemltc National Park didn't seem 
worried. 


THE SADDEST story came from Harvey's Camping Center 


in suburban Atlanta. Harvey Fogg Sr., owner, told UPI: 


"We called the undertaker this morning. The market's 


dead." Ho said his sales have dropped in recent months from 
a range $75,0004100,000 a month to $8,000. 


Jack Beachcm, head of Lazy-Days Houseboat Manufac- 


turing Co., Buford, Ga., says if gas rationing comes, it will 
havo a chilling effect, but Walter Gllmorc, plant manager for 
Titan Motor Homes Inc., EUaville, Go., another firm that 
could be hit hard by gasoline rationing, said he was skeptical 
about it actually coming to pass. 


A spokesman for Illinois Manufacturing Association sold 


gasoline rationing could hurt many small businesses nearly 
as badly as power and fuel oil rationing by curtailing delivery 
of materials and components and finished products. 


BOAT DEALERS as well as boat builders are worried. The 


manager of the Jack London Marina on San Francisco Bay 
said: "You want to know how the gasoline shortage has af- 
fected my business? It's stopped it dead." Windjammer 
Yacht Brokers in San Francisco said sales of power boats are 
off but sailboats still find a growing market. The two biggest 
marinas in southern California, serving 15,000 boats, ran out 
of dlescl fuel for four straight weekends. 


But dealers in light aircraft said they weren't worried. 


"People who wont to fly will do without other fuel to get gas 
to fly," said Skyway Aviation, Inc., San Carlos, Calif. 


Ski slope operators have very mixed vlows. Northern oper- 


ators whose trade came primarily within two or three hours 
driving distance were not worried but an Unusual reaction 
come from western North Carolina ski slope operators. They 
said it would be local patrons they would lose if gasoline 
became tight, while the skiers coming from long distances 
would come by train or bus. 


THE TRUCKING Industry is hit almost as hard as the 


airlines, Mai Boyd, spokesman for the California Trucking 
Association and truckers in Illinois and other states said, yet 
the trucking lines generally have been able to handle virtual- 
ly all freight so far. But they can't expand operations. One 
trucking line said it had been offered a big contract to haul 
rice but didn't see how it was going to find the 40,000 gallons 
or so fuel It would take to fulfill the contract. 


The Idea that the auto rental business could be destroyed 


by the gasoline shortage was pooh-poohed by people in the 
business. They said they could get enough fuel to operate and 
soles might go up instead of down. 


Motel and roadside restaurant people were concerned but 


not many seemed terribly worried. Andy Ratchford of Days 
Inns of America Inc., an Atlanta-based motel chain, and man- 
ager Bernard Gay of Bemie's, a Vermont snack bar chain, 
said the shortage was hurting them severely. But Mitch 
Thomas of the 370-unlt Glno's restaurant chain said he was 
not seriously worried. 


Malcolm McCabe, executive secretary of the Massachusetts 


Retail Grocers Association said his big concern over the fuel 
shortage was that it could lead to spoilage and waste of food 
delayed in delivery. "Seventy-five per cent of all food is per- 
ishable," he pointed out.

The NEC governing board has scheduled a meeting for B 


p.m. Dec. 11 to discuss the future of the computer co-op, 
which now provides data processing for eight area school 
districts. 


The governing board will study bids submitted by 10 private 


computer firms to see whether the districts can buy service 
from a private firm at less cost than it can run its own 
computer service, according to NEC Business Mgr. Jeff Ink- 
ley. 


The computer co-op now has its own Xerox computer which 


it uses to provide computer service to High School Dist. 214, 
and elementary districts 15, 21,23,26,57,59 and 54. 


The computer co-op has been criticized by board members 


of several districts because of poor service and high cost. 
Dlst. 214 this year decided to contract with a private firm for 
use of computer terminals for the educational program, 
whllo continuing to use the co-op for bill-paying, payroll and 
other accounting services.

The low-fat milk is usually two per 


cent fat. It is definitely lower In fat than 
the whole milk, but it still contains quite 
a bit of fat. That Is why I prefer thu 
fortified skim milk. 


THE; OCCASIONAL use of whole milk 


is not likely to make all that much differ- 
ence. If you live in a place where you 
can't get fortified skim milk, use the low 
fat milk, and If that Isn't possible you 
might try diluting your whole milk with 
reconstituted non-fat dry milk powder. A 
half-and-half mixture Is often satisfac- 
tory. It's also cheaper than the whole 
milk. For some reason tho flavor is im- 
proved if it Is allowed to stand a day in 
the refrigerator. 


You also can use nonfat milk powder 


in cooking. This way you can make 
sauces containing milk, or baked prod- 
ucts and decrease the saturated fat con- 
tent. You can even use more nonfat milk 
powder than the standard recipe calls 
for. to Increase both your protein and 
calcium intake. 


There are some people who cannot tol- 


erate milk. They have trouble digesting 
or absorbing the milk sugar and develop 
indigestion..These people usually.should 
avoid all milk products. Some of them 
with less serious degrees of intolerance' 
can use some cottage cheese, buttermilk 


. and yogurt.

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How we can 
get back at 
the Arabs... 


WASHINGTON — In a speech obvious- 


ly intended for the ears of Arab oil pro- 
ducers. Undersecretary of Slate William 
Porter warned this week about a possible 
petroleum boycott backlash. 


Thus far, the official policy of the 


United States has been to refrain from 
any counter-embargo or other retaliatory 
action against the cutoff of Arab oil. 


But Porter seemed to be hinting that 


some reprisals may be forthcoming if the 
embargo continues. 


I don't know what he had In mind ex- 


actly but there are a number of things 
we can do as private citizens to pressure 
the Arabs into resuming oil exports to 
America. 


THE MOST OBVIOUS way to get back 


at the Arabs for plunging us into an ener- 
gy crisis would be to switch to Roman 
numerals In our arithmetical comput- 
ations. 


Admittedly, that is a drastic measure. 


But the fuel situation clearly calls for 
extremism. If a sizeable majority of the 
American people stops using Arabic nu- 
merals, It will show the Middle East oil 
nations that we mean business. 


Some persons probably will find It dif- 


ficult to adjust to Roman numerals in 
bidding at antique auctions and other 
complicated 
transactions. 
Everyone, 


however, can make at least a symbolic 
protest by using Roman numerals when 
buying gasoline.

That's where you can find Dave King- 


man these days, but the Prospect High 
School product is not there to enjoy the 
weather or scenery. 


He's In Puerto Rico trying to learn 


how not to do something — how not to 
strikeout. It's no vacation. 


Kingman. who just completed a second 


season with the San Francisco Giants, 
spent a tew October day* working out In 
Phoenix. Arix., and then headed to the 
Caribbean. He's with Santurce In the 
Puerto Hlcnn League, playing with such 


renowned hitters u Orlando Cepeda ind 
Tony I'ere*. 


Klngmnn's propensity for the strikeout 


Is of major concern to San Francisco of- 
ficials, who love the way he can smash 
the long ball but shudder at tho number 
of times ho returns to the dugout without 
hitting anything but air. 


Kingman has gone to bat 677 times In 


tho major leagues. He has struck out 262 
times. His batting averages have been at 
disappointing .225 and .203 rates, but he 
has S3 homo runs. Thirty-five of his 62 
hits last summer went for extra bases. 


"If Dave could reduce his strikeouts to 


90 for a season," said Hank Saucr, the 


former Chicago Cubs' slugging star and 
now the Giants' batting instructor, "he 
could hit .300 and still get plenty of home 
runs." 


That's what this trip to Puerto Rico Is 


nil about Tho Giants wanted Kingman to 
play somewhere in the off-season, facing 
pitching every day. 


Dave didn't play much at the begin- 


ning of the 1973 campaign but eventually 
moved to third base In August and re- 
mained there, fielding better than many 
thought he would and going on one torrid 
streak with the bat. In one stretch of 22 
games he hammered 13 home runs. 


Kingman does 
not hide his dis- 


appointment over not playing more. "I 
lost about three-quarters of the season," 
ho complains, "because I didn't play. I 
need to play regularly. I got back to my 
good, basic swing late in the season and 
was able to be more selective about 
pitches. I realize If I'm going to play 
with tho Giants, whatever my position, It 
has to be mainly because of my hitting. 
They've made that plain." 


With Willie McCovcy traded to San 


Diego, it appears that Kingman will get 
his wish to play regularly, cither at third 
or first base. Ho wants that chance. He 
feels ho has something to prove because 
his first two seasons, however promising 
at times, still showed more valleys than 
peaks. 


A winter In Puerto Rico just might

Eight state parks 
open to snowmobiling 


Eight state parks will be open to snow- 


- moblllng this winter, according to Con- 


servation Director Tony Dean. How-over, 
failure of users to observe trail regu- 
latoni could force closing of tho sites to 
snowmobiling, Dean pointed out. 


"While tho Illinois Department of Con- 


servation has a statutory mandate to 


. provide recreational opportunities for tho 


people, It has a similar mandate to pro- 
tect and preserve outstanding examples 
of Illinois' environmental heritage, and 
our snowmobile regulations ore designed 
to reduce conflicts between these two ob- 
ligations," Dean said. 


User registration offices arc provided 


at all eight sites and warming houses arc 
' available at five of them. Concession 
-stands, special parking facilities and pa- 
vilions may bo open in some areas. 


Tho eight stato parks, trail lengths and 


additional facilities arc: 


Lako Lc-Aqua-No, near Lena, Sic- 


phcnson County — Eight miles of desig- 
nated flro trails and roads; warming 
house. 


Mississippi Palisades, near Savanna, 


Carroll County — 15 miles of abandoned 
ski trails and roads, plus 40 acres of 
fields: warming house. 


Rock Cut, north of Rockford, Wlnnc- 


b.igo County — 15 miles of designated 
trails; registration area only. 


Chain O'Lakcs, north of Fox Lake, 


McHcnry and Lake Counties—All frozen 
water of lake region; registration area 
only. Pork provides access only, no 
snowmobiling permitted on park lands. 


Sliver Springs, south of Piano, Kendall 


County — Three to five miles of desig- 
nated traits; warming house. 


Kankakeo River, near Kankakec, in 


Kankakco and Will Counties — 2tt miles 
of designated trails; warming house, pa- 
vilion. 


Hennepln Canal, In Rock Island, Bu- 


reau and Henry Counties — 53-mile trail 
along canal towpath; registration area 
only. 


Johnson-Sauk Trail, south of Annawan,

cession stand, parking facilities. 


Dean said Illinois Beach State Park, a 


popular Lako County snowmobiling site 
last year, will not be open to the sport 
'this year because of repeated abuses of 
trail regulations last season.

'icrvc boundaries were not respected, 
.and Incidents when users left assigned 
areas or trails.

If all that weren't so, it ought to have

"And I couldn't con- 
tribute what I once could. Besides, cham- 
pionships are soon forgotten. I have 11 
great years to think back on and savor." 


Docs he miss the cheers? "No," he 


said, "because I know that I was once 
loved. That's enough." 


The rupture of playing career did dis- 


able him. He remained a part of it 
through electronics, though the elec- 
tricity he once gave off, perhaps in- 
comparable among basketball players, 


wns no more. 


He broadcast local college games and 


helped a Chicago station broadcast the 
Laker-Dull playoff scries. In It, he 
showed signs of not being a run-of-the- 
mill, nm-oMhc-mouth house man. "It 
told what happened," he said. "The Bulls 
choked In the seventh and final game. 
They were ahead by five points with two 
minutes to go and lost by three. The 
coach didn't call time out when he should 
have. And when he finally did, he had no 
plays. The lefty backcourt man — Weiss 
— threw the ball away under pressure." 


With Wilt Chamberlain gone to the 


American Basketball Association, per- 
haps the sparks will never occur that 
might have.

It Is also 
unlikely that Japanese martial arts ex- 
pert Oyama could crack a home run. 


Yet both have this In commong: the 


ability to concentrate so hard that they 
relax their muscles and arc thus able to 
perform at optimum ability. 


That, In oversimplified terms, Is the 


theory of Bob Ntdcffcr, assistant profes- 
sor of psychology at the University of 
Rochester. 


Nldeffer learned* about relaxing as a 


nay of life while In the Army In Japan In 
Hie early iKOi. He returned to the 
United Slates and became a college dlv- 
Ing champion. He Is also holder of a 


black belt In alkldo, a martial art. He 
xolil that his ability to focue Intense at- 
tention on the muscles In his body con- 
tributed to his athletic success. He has 
worked with other swimmers, bowlers, 
an sliol-putlcr and a field goal kicker, 
and profeues remarkable Improvement. 


"Everybody can bo Improved," said 


Mdoffcr, "some more so than others. Now 
a Henry Aaron, well, he doesn't need my 
help, to say the least. But a lot of other 
people can profit from my theory, I be- 
lieve." 


In brief, Nldeffcr urges a psystcmatlc 


program of progressive relaxations. That 
Is, you sit down and close your eyes and 
you go through a kind of mental rehear- 
sal of your athletic activity. You go 
through the movements of each part of

the body. You see it, In your mind. You 
get the Ideal movement. Hopefully, you 
con relieve your tensions and improve 
performance. 


Sometimes, there Is trouble. Take tho 


case of the field-goal kicker, a University 
of Rchcster student. 
Nldeffer said, 


"Think positively about the last time you 
kicked the ball." The player concen- 
trated to a frazzle, then said he couldn't 
think about It positively. Why not? asked 
Nldeffcr. "The last time I kicked I 
slipped in a puddle and shanked the 
ball," the kicker said. Nldeffer Is clever: 
Think about the last good practice kick, 
then, he replied. That worked. 


Nlrtcffcr worked with a shotputter, a 


conference champion, who had been told 
by his coaches that he had reached hi* 
maximum throw. Nldeffer disagreed 
with the coachcs.workcd on concentra- 
tion and relaxation and the shotputter In- 
creased his distance by nine Inches in 
three weeks. 


In case studies with bowlers, he was 


able to show progress with one group 
that averaged 145 pins per game. After 
raising their kegler consciousness, so to 
speak, they averaged 153 pins per game. 
Nldeffcr says of the 16 divers he worked 
wit: "There was not a diver in the group 
who failed to learn more new dives in a 
one-month period of time than he had 
learned in the previous three months." 


Nldeffcr believes that some techniques 


of "psyching" oneself up may be count- 
erproductive. "I think some athletes con- 
centrate 'so hard on one aspect that they 
actually get so tense they can't perform 
properly," he said. "They narrow their 
attention focus Instead of broadening It. 
The best example was that Wrong Way 
Rlcgels who picked up a fumble and ran 
It into the end zone — the wrong end 
zone." 


He admits, though, that some football 


players who try to get themselves up for 
a game by beating their heads against 
the locker may be on the right track. 
"Every one must do what Is best for 
them," he said, "but I'd think there were 
more effective ways to get mentally 
ready for a game." 


Nldeffer said that perhaps the finest 


example of narrow attcntlonal focus for 
productive purposes was Bob Bcamon's 
20-foot broad jump In the 1968 Olympics. 
"He needed to concentrate only on sail- 
ing off the end of that board," said Nl- 
deffer. 


"The Idea Is to moke your mind like 


the water, as the Japanese teach," said 
Nideffer. "If your mind Is clear ns a re- 
flecting lake, you will do well. You will 
be able to dodge bullets, the way Oye- 
shiba, the founder of aldldo, did once 
when he was confronted by bandits In 
China. But If your mind is tense, there 
are ripples in the lake and your mind 
and muscles become tense and dis- 
torted." 


So, says Nldeffer, relax, think your 


movements through, close your eyes, 
case the tension in your muscles, slip 
Into a mood of smoothness, grace... 


'One problem with the technique," ad- 


mits Nideffer, "is that some people fall 
asleep." .

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Terry Hanratty never lost his confidence

NEW YORK - Sometimes It's hard to 


believe that Terry Hanratty Is only 25 
years old. 


It seems almost like a generation since 


ho and Jim Seymour blazed onto the 
scene with such success at Notre Dame 
In 1966 that beofre his first collegiate 
season was half-over he was on the cover 
of Time Magazine. Yet that was only 
seven years ago, and most of the time 
since then has not been filled with the 
brilliance that many expected of Hanrat- 
ty after that beginning. 


This year, however, has been an ex- 


ception. 


Uanratty played so little for the Pitts* 


burgh Steeler* In 1071 and 1172 that he 
threw n total of only 33 passes In those 
two icntorw. He wa« the forgotten mm, 
but since Terry Dradihnw first was In- 
effective and later Injured this season, 
llanrally has shown he still knows how 
to play. 


Aa Pittsburgh's emergency quarterback 


he has thrown eight touchdown passes, 
Including one to Ron Shanklin in each of 
the last five games. For four games 
those TD passes to Shanklin helped the 
Steelcrs win, but even though they were 
upset by Denver on Sunday, they're still 
in first plance and Hanratty was hardly 
shaken. 


Ho did what he has done every day of 


his career. He went home to his wife and 
three small daughters and forgot about 
It. 


"I don't take the game home with 


me." says Hanratty. "After I come 
through that door at night, that's It until 
I get up in the morning to go to practice 
or look at films. I don't let It affect me." 


That was exactly the formula that 


helped Hanratty get through the last two 
seasons, years that were hardly pleasant 
ones for someone used to the spotlight 
who suddenly found himself an extra. 


"I think." tlanrntly mined, "that If I 


had hrrn 37 or 3ft years old In a situation 
like tht I might have quit. But I'm only 
23 and I never tost confidence In myself 
and I believe I have a lot of time In front 
of 
me." 


Hanratty shared the No. 1 quarterback 


job for the Sleclcrs with Dick Shiner In 
1969. his rookie year, and with Brndahnw 
in 1970, Bradshaw's rookie year. In one 
1970 game, he relieved Bradshaw to pull 
out a Pittsburgh victory and Bradshaw 
was so upset about the whole situation he 
predicted "there won't be two Tcrrys 
here next year." 


He was wrong, of course, because the 


Steelcrs were burned so often in the past 
by 
hasty quarterback 
trades they 


wouldn't do it again, and three years lat- 
er they're both still there. 


"I've never thought about quitting or 


asking to he traded or anything like 
that." says Hanratty, who insists he nev- 
er got down on himself during his two 
years of inactivity. 


Hanratty also has an Interesting out- 


look about his present status.

Jews In the United States as there arc in 
any other country in Ihc world. 


That statistic comes from the Ameri- 


can Jewish Year Book, which puts tho 
p r e s e n t U.S. Jewish population at 
6.060.000. 


Israel, with 2,632,000 Jews, doesn't 


even rank second in Jewish population. 
R u s s i a docs. There currently are 
2.644,000 Jews in the Soviet Union, tho 
Year Book says. 


HOWEVER. EMIGRATION of Jews 


from the Soviet Union and into Israel 
probably will reverse their rank-order 
within a year or two. 


Barring a population Influx that would 


swamp its economy, Israel Is never like- 
ly to overtake the United States in Jew-

Court prayer ban lingers on... 


Despite annual setbacks, prayer amendment keeps coming back 


The cat with nine lives is a perishable 


beast compared to the school prayer 
amendment. 


Year after year, Congress shunts It 


aside or votes it down. But it's always 
back the next year. 


Its latest reincarnation is now the sub- 


ject of hearings by a Senate subcom- 
mittee on constitutional amendments 
headed by Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Iml. 


Several versions of the 
proposed 


amendment are before the committee. 
All would authorize "voluntary" or "non- 
denominational" 
prayer 
in 
public 


schools, under official auspices, con- 
ducted or supervised by teachers. 


A MUSCULAR lobby, led by the Rev. 


Robert 0. Howes, a Roman Catholic 
priest, and including members of many 
denominations, is whipping up support 
for the amendment by suggesting that 
congressmen who vote against It may be 


accused in their home districts of being 
opposed to prayer. No congressman 
wants to be depicted as being against 
home, mother — or prayer. 


People who regard the present First 


Amendment guarantee of religious free- 
dom as one of history's greatest bul- 
warks of human liberty are now belated- 
ly circling for battle against tills per- 
ennial attempt to rewrite the Con- 
stitution. 


Americans United for Separation of 


Church mid State recently fired a re- 
sounding blast at the proposed amend- 
ment, declaring it to be unnecessary, 
dangerous and inimical to true religion. 


IK THE amendment's sole purpose is 


to permit "voluntary" prayer in public 
schools, Americans United said, it is un- 
necessary, because the Supreme Court 
has never placed any restriction what- 
ever on voluntary private prayer in pub- 
lic schools or anywhere else. 


"The Supreme Court's 'prayer' rulings 


of 1962 and 1063 outlawed only govern- 
ment sponsored, government-regimented, 
government-concocted prayers. The right 
to voluntary prayer was properly left in- 
violate and sacred." 


But even if no constitutional amend- 


ment is needed to restore voluntary 
prayer to public schools, could it possibly 
da any harm to authorize school teachers 
to lead their classes in "non-denomina- 
tional" prayers at the start of each day? 


Yes, says Americans United. It could 


do incalculable harm. ' 


"If such an amendment were passed, 


government agencies and bureaucrats 
would be cither concocting prayers or 
judging which prayers are suitable for 
public school use and which arc not. 


"Such government meddling with reli- 


gion would inevitably debase and de- 
grade genuine prayer, reducing it to a 


meaningless, watered down, lowest-com- 
mon-denominator of national folk reli- 
gion. 


"IT ALSO WOULD seriously strain in- 


terfaith relations, and severely limit the 
religious freedom of children to partici- 
pate only in kinds of prayer that are 
compatible with the teachings of their 
home, church or synagogue." 


Worst of all, Americans United says, 


the proposed prayer amendment would 
"make government bureaucrats into a 
strange new official priesthood, the sort 
of tiling our Founding Fathers drew up 
the Bill of Rights to prohibit." 


Before carving a large hole in that Bill 


of Rights, it says, Americans should re- 
member that "the same power that can 
impose a seemingly innocuous prayer on 
our children could some day force on 
them a wholly obnoxious ritual."

'Objective' courses in religion now cropping up in some schools 


Separate surveys by two college pro- 


fessors Indicate at least a few of Amer- 
ica's public school systems arc finally re- 
sponding to the Supreme Court's In- 
vitation to include objective religion 
courses In their curriculums. 


The Court issued the invitation 10 


years ago. In a ruling which has been 
mistakenly described as "banning prayer 
from the classroom," the Court said pub- 
lic schools cannot conduct sectarian wor- 
ship services in the guise of classroom 
"opening exercises." 


But It said they can — and in the inter- 


est of sound and balanced education, 
should — provide objective instruction in 
religious beliefs, religious literature and 
religious history. 


EITHER BECAUSE they ore person- 


ally indifferent toward religion or be- 
cause they fear they might get involved 
In community controversy, the vast ma- 


jority of U.S. school administrators have 
studiously ignored this opportunity. 


But some pioneers arc showing what 


can be done when school officials really 
want to do it. 


A survey of all 50 states by Frank L. 


Sleeves of Marqucttc University, Mil- 
waukee, shows that at the start of the 
1973 school term, three states — Mich- 
igan, Wisconsin and California — had ap- 
proved religious studies as an area of 
specialization in which public school 
teachers may be certified. 


Florida certifies teachers for objective 


Instruction in Biblical literature. Colora- 
do Is in process of developing a religious 
studies certification procedure for teach- 
ers. 


THE STEEVES survey also shows 


some progress In the essential prelimi- 
nary task of preparing curricular mate- 
rials for religious studies. 


The Religion Social Studies Curriculum 


Project at Florida State University has 
produced a three-volume series on reli- 
gious issues as they are related to Amer- 
ican culture, the history of western civ- 
ilization, and to world culture. Pennsul- 
vania's Education Department has devel- 
oped a good high school textbook on "Re- 
ligious Literature of the West." 


Indiana University has published a 


teachers' guide to "Teaching the Old 
Testament 
In English Classes" and 


shortly will bring out texts on "The Bible 
as Literature," "Teaching the New Tes- 
tament in English Classes." and "Cur- 
ricular Models for Teaching the Bible in 
Public Schools." 


LAMBERT J. PONSTEIN of Hope Col- 


lege, Holland, Mich., sent questionnaires 
to all of Michigan's 580 senior high 
schools, asking what if anything they 
were doing to offer their students objec- 


tive instruction in religion. About 300 re- 
plied. Of these, nearly a third said they 
are now offering courses in world reli- 
gions, comparative religion, the Bible as 
literature, or religious history. 


Ponstcin's survey show that an over- 


whelming majority of these high school 
religion courses have been Introduced 
during the past three years. 


This indicates that in Michigan at least 


— and it is probably true of several other 
states — enough public demand has been 
generated to persuade school officials 
that it is feasible to offer objective reli- 
gnus instruction. 


This can happen in all 50 states — If 


parents and church folk care enough. It 
is not the Constitution or the Supreme 
Court, but adult apathy, which keeps 
America's youths in a state of religious 
illiteracy.

Tacked on the wall or spread on the 


floor, Oriental carpets today possess 
status. 


Even machine-made reproductions arc 


drawing attention as Inexpensive an- 
swers to the demand for an Oriental 
touch in home decorating. 


But nothing can detract from the rec- 


ognition due authentic Oriental rugs as 
prominent works of art. The monetary 
worth of imported Orientals has more 
than quadrupled in the last 10 years, al- 
most matching the growth in value of 
post-Impressionist paintings. 


Sales of rugs in the United States alone 


have increased almost -100 per cent in the 
last decade. 


NEAK EASTERN ART in Chicago Col- 


lections, an exhibition ot fine carpets, 
miniature paintings and decorative items 
from the Islamic era, is now on display 
through Jan. 20 in the Morton Wing of 
the Chicago Art Institute. 


Spanning several centuries, from the 


lOtli through the 19th, the exhibition 
deals primarily with works of art from 
Turkey, Iran and the Caucasus. 


Paintings, textures, glass, porcelain 


and bronze objects were all selected to 
compliment the main body of the show, 
12G Oriental rugs. 


Most noteworthy is the fact that all the 


material on exhibit has been lent ex- 
pressly by Chicago collectors or taken 
from the Art Institute's own holdings. In- 
deed a problem developed simply be- 
cause there was too much from which to 
choose, ratiier than not enough. 


"THE RUGS ASSEMBLED here show 


a level of quality which gives ample 
proof that Chicago collectors have both 
rug sophistication as well as a sense of 
good art. Many of the rugs are of mu- 
seum quality. Jurors had difficulty tai- 
loring their selection to fit the available 
space. Its lack caused many specimens 
to be passed over which otherwise would 
have been included," comments Donald 
Jenkins, associate curator of Oriental art 


Venezuelan tapestries at Harper 


An exhibition o f Guajiro Tapestries 


from the Mali-Mai workshop in Vene- 
zuela is currently on cxltlbit in the 
Learning Resources Center of Harper 
College. This is the first time Harper has 
featured tapestries in one of its art exhi- 
bitions. 


LIus Montell, whose weaving of small 


utilitarian items such as saddle blankets 
and bags was discovered several years 
ago by a representative of the Center of 
Fine Arts in Maracalbo, is designer for 
the workshop. His tapestries, which em- 
phasize colorful flowers, birds, the sun 
and stars as well as geometrical forms 
a 11 repeated 
in symmetrical com- 


positions, arc completed by other crafts- 
men working with him at Mali-Mai. 


"It's a colorful exhibition of folk art 


which should appeal to all people. 
Groups such as.classes in Spanish and 
South American history will find the .ex- 
hibit to be of special interest," comments 
John Knudsen, associate professor of art 
at Harper. 


SURPRISINGLY Montcil has never 


used cither a ruler or a compass. Even 
the needle he employs is an invention of 
the Mali-Mai artisans. Cotton and wool 
arc brought from the highlands of Vene- 
zuela or from other neighboring coun- 
tries. 


The most ambitious piece produced by 


Montcil and his assistants is the stage 
curtain for the Fine Arts Theater in 
Maracalbo, a woven mural measuring 
approximately 50 by 22 feet. 


The current exhibition of 22 tapestries 


was originally shown at the Pan Ameri- 
can Union. It is being circulated under 
the auspices of the Smithsonian 
In- 


stitution Traveling Exhibition Service 
and was assembled by the Center of Fine 
Arts of Maracaibo and the Visual Arts 


at the Institute who helped organize the 
present exhibit. 


Oriental refers to rugs of Iran, Turkey, 


Afghanistan, China and Japan. Yet it is 
the richly hued carpets of Iran, the Per- 
sian rugs, that have, in the past, been 
most coveted and today arc extremely 
rare. 


The Institute's 16th century Persian 


medallion carpet is included in the show. 
Though over E feet long, the rug is still 
incomplete. A layman would never be 
able to detect exactly what is missing, if 
anything, but a fragment of the missing 
portion has been located and it, too, is 
exhibited next to the original carpet. 


CHICAGO collections are particularly 


strong in village and nomad carpets. It is 
rugs of this type that form the nucleus of 
the present show, proving that great 
craftsmanship and beauty arc to be 
found 
outside classical 
Persian 
in- 


fluences. 


Generally Orientals are classified in 


two ways, by age and by design. An- 
tiques arc technically over 100 years old 
and semi-antiques are at least 30 years 
old. 


Age is deceiving. Some of the older 


rugs in the show appear just as bright in 
color as their younger counterparts. This 
is a testimony to the natural dyes for- 
merly used as compared with the syn- 
thetic dyes of today which tend to fade 
much faster. 


Oriental carpets originated as a kind of 


all-purpose furnishing for central Asian 
homes. They. all weren't made to be 
walked upon. Among the carpets in the 


exhibition arc saddle and tent bags used 
as "soft luggage" and flat-woven prayer 
rugs used by the Moslems in their reli- 
gious practices. 


The rugs are very esthetically pleas- 


ing, featuring very complex and abstract 
designs in brilliant colors with red pre- 
dominating. 


USUALLY. HOWEVER, the true Per- 


sian emphasizes naturalistic flowers and 
curved lines while the Caucasian, Tur- 
kish and North Iranian carpets arc more 
angular and geometric in design. 


Part of the present craving for Ori- 


ental rugs is because they are scarce. 
Many carpets have been ruined or lost 
through the years by natural catas- 
trophies or everyday wear and handling. 
Plus, fewer of the hand-knotted floor cov- 
erings are being made today. 


"Today the limited stock available in 


this country is being rapidly depleted by 
aggressive purchasing from abroad." 
continues 
Jenkins. "Europeans, like 


South Americans earlier, have been buy- 
ing select specimens, such as arc in this 
show, as a proven hedge against in- 
flation. Having experienced currency up- 
heavals and wars, long ago they learned 
that Oriental rugs, diamonds and paint- 
ings of Old Masters arc 'as good as 
gold.'" 


There arc now a number of rug books 


out to help the beginning collector learn 
about the, different kinds of rugs and 
their origins. They warn collectors to be 
aware of certain imperfections such as 
painted over worn spots, moth holes or 
damage from harsh chemical washes of- 
ten used to mellow colors of new rug?.

Wooden ware still may be 
found at equitable price 


Long ;IRO. almost e\cry mnlc from age 


n upward spent Ills spare time whittling 
ji round the family pot-bcllicd stove or 
down at the general store. Sometimes 
they f.Thloncd playtoys. things sucli as 
dolls nnd tops and whistles, and often 
turned out needed kitchen utensils, so 
that wives wouldn't complain that they 
urrc uniting time. 


Today, collectors wax nnd polish these 


old wooden relics ard hang them on the 
wall — Instant nostalgia! 


Wood has played nn important part in 


the history of our country. Two hundred 
}c,irc ngo such a simple thing as a spool 
couldn't be purchased in a store, and a 
young Indy measured her popularity not 
with her stuffed toy or record collection,

but with the rumber of hand-whittled 
spool) given her by her admirers. 
Thread was purchased in paper enve- 
lopes and was wound on the spools at 
home. 


\VOIIKING WITH WOOD was an occu- 


pation for tlio skilled joiners and carpen- 
ters who built the homes, made the bar- 
rels and the wheel* for wagons, and the 
ultimate In skill, the vessels that sailed 
out of New England harbors to witltstand 
the Atlantic gales with built-in fortitude. 
Early homes were held together with 
wooden nails called (runnels (tree nails) 
and the "Plain People" such as the Sha- 
kers caned wooden pegs for their walls 


on which to hang the necessities. 


As late as a century ago wooden water 


pipes were still being manufactured, 
along with wooden pumps and bathtubs, 
the latter lined with copper and lead. 
(We once lived in an old farmhouse with 
an elegant oaken bathtub lined with cop- 
per, and I spent a lot of time on my 
knees pollshirg the copper and praying 
fora new house!) 


You're not likely to find a patter 


paddle and a wrench in most bedrooms 
today, but during the tilth century botli 
were a necessity. The wrench was 
needed to tighten the ropes of the rope 
spring bed, nnd the patter paddles for 
reaching to smooth and pat the high 
featherbed mattresses, 1 recall that my 
grandmother, not 10th century but pos- 
sessed of feather beds, simply used her 
broom covered with a muslin cloth to 
smooth the beds. 


\\OOUCN WARE CAN still be found at 


country sales and flea markets, not the 
18th century pieces, to be sure, but kitch- 
en equipment of the 18803 can be decora- 
tive and not yet prohibitive in price. 
Don't pass up old bread boards, round, 
oblong or even shaped like a pig; chop- 
ping bowk; butter workers; sugar buck- 
ets 
or the sap bucket made for hanging on 
the sugar maples when they were tapped 
in the spring. Many of these have been 
replaced by plastic bags or palls now, 
and the wooden ones make good maga- 
zine, plart or scrap containers. Even 
though made in the 20th century, all 
these things have a primitive quality 
which works In today's modern home.

This fictional Journal is the heart- 


breaking story of one woman's plight and 
Everyman's nightmare — the fear of 
ending one's life in an Isolated country 
nursing home, badly run by a slovenly 
mother and daughter tcum, in an atmos- 
phere that degrades the soul and tortures 
the body through neglect. 


The 134-page Journal is kept by Caro 


Spencer, a retired school teacher who 
has been relegated to Uic home by her 
older brother and his younger wife when 
a heart attack prevents Caro from re- 
maining In her own home. 


While her physical health falls, Caro 


fights to maintain her health of mind and 
spirit. She Is o woman of formidable In- 
tellect and insight — qualities that make 
her situation doubly hard to bear. Miss 
Sarton writes with consummate skill, 
evoking all too vividly the frequent hor- 
rors and rare delights that occupants of 
badly run nursing homes must deal with 
dally. Perhaps the ultimate Itorror Is the 
Increasing doubt of one's own sanity. 


Caro's story should be required read- 


Ing for all who hold the power to license 
ami maintain nursing homes. Consumer 
activist fialph Nader himself could not 
paint a more shocking picture of the end 
that awalta the old and the ill who arc 
without means or family, or whose fami- 
ly Is unable or unwilling to accept re- 
sponsibility for their kin.

If you 
have "Shoot Out At the Fantasy Facto- 
ry" and "Low Spark of High Heeled 
Boys," you don't need this album. If you 
don't have them, this will serve as a 
good Introduction to the group's skillful 
blend of rock with Jazz, African and Lat- 
hi rhythms.

Extra laundering should 
solve red dye problem 


Dear Dorothy: I'm having a problem 


with a red vclvctllkc spread. E\cn 
though It lias been laundered, it fades on 
my sheets and pillowcases. Is there any- 
thing I can do? —Mrs. Ingalls 


Red is a curious- color in that It does 


strange things. Hero wo have a case 
where the red apparently is colorfost In 
water, yet comes off when It's dry. My 
checking indicates the problem may be 
excess dye. The only treatment recom- 
mended for this specific situation is to 
soak In heavy hot suds (140 degrees) for 
several hours, then rinse thoroughly in 
lukewarm water. It It's a heavy velvet 
pile U may take repeated launderings to 
correct the problem.

Anybody have a giant turkey they want locked up and kept 


safe until Christmas dinnertime? 


Need a place to stuff your children whenever they are bad 


or whenever you're hosting a Yuletlde party? 


Roger Kobusch has just the thing for you. It's been sitting 


in front of his house on Willow Road in Northbrook since July. 
He's had offers to sell it but is waiting for the right bid. 


It's a 100-year-old jail cell, about eight feet tall and weigh- 


ing a ton, and if you can match his $750 selling price or come 
closest to it, you can have it for your very own. He'll even 
move it for you. 


THE JAIL CELL is an unusual gift for the person who is 


stumped and doesn't know what to get his loved one for a 
Christmas gift. A big advantage, of course, in purchasing the 
cell is that you don't have to battle the record-breaking 
crowds expected to jam department stores and shopping cen- 
ters beginning today. 


Store owners, sales personnel and manufacturers are pre- 


dicting a banner Christmas sales season for the umpteenth 
year in a row. More people, more products and more stores 
assures this will be so. 


For merchandising purposes, the big shopping season be- 


gins today, the day after Thanksgiving and the traditional 
starting point for the holiday gift-buying rush. 


WOODFIELD Shopping Center in Schaumburg expects 


nearly 200,000 persons to trample each other today in the 
mall's 189 stores, shops and restaurants. But this isn't its 
biggest day. The two Saturdays Immediately preceding 
Christmas Day draw more customers and this year probably 
will bring the same turnout. 


Though officials at Woodficld refuse to comment on how 


much revenue will be brought in during the one month period, 
they will say they expect a 20 per cent or more increase in 
sales at the 150 stores that were located at the shopping 
center last year. Since then, another 39 stores have opened 
there.

It is estimated that with the increase in stores, the total 


sales at the shopping center will be up 60 per cent over the 
total sales of last year. 


The fancy decorations, caroling .and .daily appearance of 


Santa Claus at Woodfield also will be a big attraction at 
Randhurst Shopping Center in Mount Prospect. 


RANDHUIIST expects about 60,000 persons to shop at its 75 


stores Friday. Officials there said this should be the best year 
in sales overall with all stores expected to bring in $80 
million by New Year's. The Christmas gift buying season 
should be 20 per cent above last year's sales, officials said.

AT PENNEY'S Department Store at Woodfield, Richard 


Real, store manger, likes the outlook for this phase of the 
shopping season. 


"I think sales will be somewhat better this year," he said. 


"I think the employment situation is good in this area so 
people will have more money to spend on Christmas." 


Real said prices haven't gone up because of monetary con- 


trols established by the federal government. "Basically, 
prices are the same as last year." 


David Silger, merchandising manager for Scars, Roebuck 


and Co. in Woodficld says he's noticed the Christmas shop- 
ping season had already begun to heat up long before today. 


"Sales will be excellent," he said. "It appears Christmas 


shoppers started the first of November." 


SILGER SAID there is a big interest in "personal care 


items," perfume, nightgowns and negligees for women with 
the wearing apparel selling the biggest during the 10 days 
preceding Christmas Day. 


For men, he said, best selling items include dress shirts, 


Sears' brand, of course, and ties. He expects velvet tics, 
priced around $3.50 and coming in white, maroon, royal blue

125 
residents may bo conducted to build a 
proposed Lake County vocational high 
school. 


The proposed vocational high school 


would be supported by the 14 high 
schools in the county and probably be 
located adjacent to the College of Lake 
County in Grayslake, according to Dist. 
123 Assistant Supt. Edwin Ellis. 


All other high school districts except 


Stevenson and Harrington have sched- 
uled rcferendums for the establishment 
of the proposed vocational high school 
for Dec. 8.

school they normally attend. 


NO TUITION FEES would be charged 


students, Ellis said, with the participat- 
ing school districts covering operating 
costs on some type of shared basis. 


Ellis said ho expects the referendum to 


pass In most other high school districts 
and said Dist. 125 officials are hopeful 
Stevenson voters will also approve of the 
project. 


"It (the vocational high school) will 


answer questions that we can't solve 
with our limited vocational arts pro- 
gram," Ellis said. "A vocational high 
school involves a great number of sub- 
jects. Any regular high school doesn't 
have the wherewithal!, the money or the 
student interest to offer those courses." 


Ellis said no timetable for the con- 


struction of the proposed fadUty has 
been projected, assuming that the high 
school district referendums are success- 
ful.

Metron System Corp.. the bus com- 


pany now operating in Arlington Heights, 
soon may begin service to the residents 
of Mill Creek subdivision in Buffalo 
Grove. 


Buffalo Grove's transportation com- 


mittee will recommend approval of Mct- 
ron's request to start bus service be- 
tween the subdivision and the Chicago 
and North Western Ry. station in Arling- 
ton Heights. Buffalo Grove Trustee Ran- 
dall Rathjen, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said yesterday he will recom- 
mend the village board sign a one-year 
contract with Metron for the service. 


Metron now operates three lines in Ar- 


lington Heights in Berkley Square, 
Northgate, Ivy Hill, Windsor Woods, 
Scarsdalc and Surrey Ridge areas. 


M e t r o n' s contract with Arlington 


Heights permits the firm to extend bus 
service Hi miles outside the village's 
corporate limits. Mill Creek is on the 
northern boundary of Arlington Heights. 


CLAUDE «. LUISADA. president of 


the Mount Prospect firm, recently said 
Buffalo Grove would not be asked for a 
subsidy to operate the service. Arlington 
Heights has purchased two buses which 
are being used by Metron (or service 
there. 


The bus service would consist of three 


trips between Mill Creek and the train 
station each weekday morning and eve- 
ning. 


Luisada said buses will be timed to 


meet the 6:42, 7:19 and 8:01 trains each 
morning and the 5:23, 5:56, 6:09 and 7:01 
trains each evening. 


The cost would be 50 cents one way, 75 


cents roundtrip and $15 for a monthly 
pass. Metron is also considering selling 
20 one-way tickets for $7.50. 


UATIIJEN SAID the committee will

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Hotline volunteers ready 
to help youths in trouble

Tho lonely elderly woman, the harried 


father who has just discovered drugs in 
his son's room, the girl whose boyfriend 
is pushing her to "go all the way," the 
transvestite who can't find his place in 
high school society — they've all called 
541-HELP for advice. 


That's the Omnl-House: Youth Services 


Bureau Hotline number, a counseling 
service manned by a staff of caring 
teens and adults concerned about people 
with problems. 


The Hotline has been in operation since 


Omnl-House first opened its doors In a 
storefront at 516 N. Milwaukee Avc., 
Wheeling, two years ago. 


A group of about 30 volunteers mans 


the Hotline from 6 to n p.m. on week- 
days and from 5 p.m. to l a.m. on week- 
ends. Nearly 100 calls come In every 
month, most of them anonymous. 


It takes a special kind of person to 


handle those calls and Hotline volunteers 
arc screened and given extensive train- 
ing before they're added to the staff. 


CHERYL TOROK. Omnl-House psy- 


chologist, said some of the qualifications 
for a Hotline volunteer Include maturity, 
stability, dependability, honesty, con- 
fidentiality and appropriate needs. 


In other words, she said, an Omni- 


House Hotline volunteer must "have It 
together" before he or she can help any- 
one else. 


The volunteers go through two training 


sessions weekly for eight weeks, learning 
what kind of calls to expect, how to point 
out alternatives to allow the caller to 
reach a solution to his problem and how 
to make appropriate referrals for further 
counseling when necessary. 


Leslie Fischer, a junior at Wheeling 


High School, has been a Hotline volun- 
teer since last January.

safe until Christmas dinnertime? 


Need a place to stuff your children whenever they are bad 


or whenever you're hosting a Yuletlde party? 


Roger Kobusch has Just the thing for you. It's been sitting 


In front of his house on Willow Road In Northbrook since July. 
He's had offers to sell it but is watting for the right bid. 


It's a 100-year-old jail cell, about eight feet tall and weigh- 


ing a ton, and If you can match his $750 selling price or come 
closest to it, you can have it for your very own. He'll even 
move it for you. 


THE JAIL CELL is an unusual gift for the person who is 


stumped and doesn't know what to get his loved one for a 
Christmas gift. A big advantage, of course, in purchasing the 
cell is that you don't have to battle the record-breaking 
crowds expected to jam department stores and shopping cen- 
ters beginning today. 


Store owners, sales personnel and manufacturers are pre- 


dicting a banner Christmas sales season for the umpteenth 
year in a row. More people, more products and more stores 
assures this will be so. 


For merchandising purposes, the big shopping season be- 


gins today, the day after Thanksgiving and the traditional 
starting point for the holiday gift-buying rush. 


WOODFIELD Shopping Center in Schaumburg expects 


nearly 200,000 persons to trample each other today in the 
mall's 189 stores, shops and restaurants. But this isn't its 
biggest day. The two Saturdays Immediately preceding 
Christmas Day draw more customers and this year probably 
will bring the same turnout. 


Though officials at Woodfield refuse to comment on how 


much revenue will be brought in during the one month period, 
they will say they expect a 20 per cent or more Increase in 
sales at the 150 stores that were located at the shopping 
center last year. Since then, another 39 stores have opened 
there. 


It is estimated that with the increase in stores, the total 


sales at the shopping center will be up 60 per cent over the 
total sales of last year. 


The fancy decorations, caroling and daily appearance of 


Santa Claus at Woodfield also will be a big attraction at 
Randhurst Shopping Center in Mount Prospect. 


RANDHURST expects about 60,000 persons to shop at its 75 


stores Friday. Officials there said this should be the best year 
in sales overall with all stores expected to bring in $80 
million by New Year's. The Christmas gift buying season 
should be 20 per cent above last year's sales, officials said. 


For the person who has everything and who doesn't take to 


the idea of buying a former Bruning, Neb., jail cell (which 
housed some of the more famous criminals of the Midwest) 
there is always the farciful gift items that Marshall Field and 
Co. in Woodfield has to offer. 


Like an ornate duck press (for pressing ducks) of polished 


chrome plate, for $350. Or a natural Lunaraine mink coat 
with sable trim, for $1,990. Or a gourmet station that is free- 
standing, holds food (but doesn't come with food when you 
buy it), tools and has a wooden block, for $275. Or, for the 
man, an ice bucket, shaped like a sea diver's helmet, for $15. 


AT PENNEY'S Department Store at Woodfield, Richard 


Real, store manger, likes the outlook for this phase of the 
shopping season. 


"I think sales will be somewhat better this year," he said. 


"I think the employment situation is good in this area so 
people will have more money to spend on Christmas." 


Real said prices haven't gone up because of monetary con- 


trols established by the federal government. "Basically, 
prices are the same as last year." 


David Sllger, merchandising manager for Sears, Roebuck 


and Co. In Woodfield says he's noticed the Christmas shop- 
ping season had already begun to heat up long before today. 


"Sales will be excellent," he said. "It appears Christmas 


shoppers started the first of November." 


SILGER SAID there is a big interest in "personal care 


items." perfume, nightgowns and negligees for women with 
the wearing apparel selling the biggest during the 10 days 
preceding Christmas Day. 


For men, he said, best selling items include dress shirts, 


gears' brand, of course, and ties. He expects velvet ties, 
(priced around $3.50 and coming in white, maroon, royal blue

Suburb leaders 
say administrator 
a 'necessity'

DCS Plaines officials were told by two 


long-time suburban government leaders 
that the city manager form of govern- 
ment is a necessity to any growing com- 
munity. 


These views were expressed to the city 


council's code and judiciary committee 
by former Arlington Heights village pres- 
ident John Woods and Nlchlos Blase, the 
mayor of Nilcs. 


Both men explained their govern- 


mental experiences at a committee 
meeting where members arc considering 
revisions In the city's form of govern- 
ment. One of the areas being considered 
is the hiring of a city administrator and 
making the mayor's position part time. 
Both Arlington Heights and Nilcs have 
village managers. 


WOODS EXPLAINED a village man- 


ager allows a municipality to have part 
time elected officials and opens those po- 
sitions to more people. 


"It would be difficult for a person who 


has a professional career to step aside 
from that for four years to run for of- 
fice," said Woods who served as presi- 
dent of Arlington Heights for nine years. 


Woods also suggested the city might 


consider reducing the number of alder- 
men. The city now has two aldermen for 
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each of the eight wards. It has been sug- 
gested the city council be reduced to 
eight aldermen. 


"With fewer representatives, the alder- 


men would be more deeply involved 
there 
would 
bo increased commu- 


nication," he said, adding that the large 
number of councilmcn make it difficult 
for them to find out what is going on. 


WOODS PREDICTED Des Plaines 


could attract a large number of appli- 
cants if it decided to hire a city man- 
ager. He said a manager is normally 
hired at the will of the council and can 
be dismissed for any reason. 


He said this feature makes the man- 


ager more responsive to the needs of the 
community. 


"If the council becomes dissatisfied 


with the manager they can fire him at 
any time because he has no contract," 
Woods added. 


Woods said by having a city manager 


handle the day-to-day administrative 
tasks, the council can be more concerned 
with long-range planning. 


MANY OF WOODS' comments were 


echoed by Blase who has served as may- 
or of Nilcs for 13 years. 


He complimented the leadership pro- 


vided by Mayor Herbert Bchrel but said 
it's unusual to find a person who can run 
a community as well as he docs. 


"In most cases a person who would 


want to run for mayor full time would 
not be a high-caliber candidate capable 
of running a large municipal corpo- 
ration," said Blase. 


HE INDICATED that in Niles, where 


the six member village board runs at- 
largc, Instead of by wards, business 
seems to be conducted more quickly. 


"It may not be democratic, but it is 


functional," he quipped. Blase, however, 
said he favors the aldermanic form of 
government, especially in large towns. 


Aid. Alan Abrams (8th), who heads the 


committee reviewing the governmental 
structure of the city said he intends to 
hold more meetings in the future before 
any recommendations concerning revi- 
sions are presented to the full city coun- 
cil.

Board members and teachers In Dist. 


207 met for a "bralnstorming session" 
this week for the first time since con- 
tract negotiations broke off June 6.

Maine Teachers Association, said "not 
an awful lot transpired" at the meeting. 


"It did give board members and teach- 


er representatives an opportunity to dis- 
cuss what the problems are between us," 
he said.

Rob- 
ert C. Claus said the teachers' union was 
not negotiating in "good faith" and had 
broken the terms of the professional ne- 
gotiation agreement.

Claus termed this week's meeting with

Parents have power — but what are 


they doing with it? 


The recent crises in local school dis- 


tricts have put parents in the middle. 
School boards and teachers both want 
this powerful pressure group on their 
side. 


Wo, the parents, arc the electorate that 


put school board members In their posts. 
We, the parents, arc tin taxpayers who 
fund the schools who pay administrators 
and teachers. 


Think of the power. 
I've seen 10 aldermen and a mayor 


spend a great deal of time considering 
something 10 or 20 people have protested. 
Let your voice be heard In numbers of 
five and watch the flurry of activity. 


SCHOOL HOARD members respond to 


parents. They have to or they won't be 
on the school board. Teachers respond to 
parents. They have to or they may be out 
of a job. 


So with all this power tucked away in 


our vocal chords, what do we do? 


The majority does nothing. 
It was evident In the recent crisis In 


Dist. 62. Teachers were about to strike; 
the board issued a firm statement that 
they weren't going to give In. and the 
majority of parents I talked with hadn't 
the vaguest idea of what was going on. 


Although a number of parents In the 


district became involved, attended infor- 
mational coffees and had a solid opinion 
of the Issues they seemed to be a small 
percentage. 


BOTH THE TEACHERS and the board 


went out of their way to inform the pub- 
lic. They issued paper after paper ex- 
plaining their stands. 


Yet the most frequent comments I 


heard were, "! just don't understand 
what's getting into these teachers — we 
pay them enough." or "What's the mat- 
ter with the board — what's all this prob- 
lem over salaries." 


It was enough to make the people in- 


volved climb walls. 


The real Issue has been rehashed a 


hundred times in the last months. I won't 
hoth-r «tntini> It (Hint: 't wasn't salary.) 
for if you don't know what it Is, read on 
— this is directed to you. 


AN EXAMPLE: A Chicago reporter 


called the teachers' union on the eve of 
the contract settlement to sec what the 
teachers decided. Not only did she want 
the breaking news of the situation but 
she wanted all of the background. She 
had never heard of Dist. 62 before the 
teachers threatened a strike. She also 
probably could have cared less about the 
district until it was a news story and 
someone told her to write It. 


Replace "Chicago reporter" with "Des 


Plaincs parent" and you'll find a typical 
situation. Most parents could care less 
what the school board or even the Dist. 
C2 administration is up to unless it af- 
fects their taxes or the kids being out of 
school. 


An average school board meeting 


draws a few reporters and no parents. 
Board meetings during the crisis had 
about 100 people packing the room. By 
next month, unless a new crisis arises, 
board meetings will again be empty. 


Tlic same thine happens at city council 


meetings, park district meetings and ev- 
ery other official board. 


Whats even more frustrating (cspcially 


to those who bother to keep Informed) is 
that unless a crisis is-at hand people 
don't even bother to read about what Is 
gclng on. Then the crisis hits and every- 
one stands around asking "what hap- 
pened?"

Township officials defend 
their function to public 


Citizens' committees, new consolidated 


offices, and speeches to public groups 
arc among the activities being used by 
Maine Township officials to breathe new 
life Into their unit of government. 


"Wo did not agree with the League of 


Women Voters' effort to abolish township 
government, but the publicity sure did 
let people know about the township," 
said Maine Township Collector Roy H. 
Berquist. 


While the recent flurry of action on the 


part of township officials is probably not 
entirely motivated by the LVW effort to 
abolish their form of government local 
officials have shown a definite desire for 
self-preservation. 


Nearly $200,000 in federal revenue- 


sharing funds have also caused officials 
In the township to become more visible 
in the actions. 


WHILE BERQUIST said there is still 


some confusion over how revenue shar- 
ing money can bo spent, Maine Township 
officials have been meeting with leaders 
from other towns to learn more about the 
uses of the fmxls. 


"We cannot just throw the money Into 


tho general fund," Bcrquist said. He 
added a number of committees arc now 
being formed to review suggestions for 
uses of funds. 


"Some people have questioned whether 


the money is worth all the trouble," ho 
noted. Bcrquist sold the township will 
probably look at capital Improvement 
programs that will not require continual 
funding. Tho revenue-sharing money has 
only been allocated for five years, and no 
one Is sure money will bo available after 
that. 


"IF WE GOT INVOLVED In long- 


range programs and revenue-sharing 
funds were not renewed, we would cither 
have to eliminate tho programs or raise 


taxes, which defeats the purpose of reve- 
nue sharing," Bcrquist said. 


Maine Township missed out on Its first 


allocation of funds from the revenue 
sharing program because It did not levy 
a tax, but relied on money automatically 
given to the township for tax collections. 
There were further delays because of 
confusion over filing forms with the fed- 
eral government. 


IN ADDITION TO increasing citizen 


participation In decision making, the 
township public assistance program has 
been growing. 


"We arc now handling about 50 cases a 


month, that is about twice as many as a 
few years ago," he said. 


The assistance program is one of tho 


reasons why Bergqulst and other town- 
ship officials believe there Is a place for 
township government. 


"The League of Women Voters com- 


plained about duplication of services, but 
this Is not bad," Bcrquist said. While not- 
ing both the county and township offers 
public aid programs, he said there Is a 
big difference In the two services. 


"The township offers immediate help 


to a family that needs assistance," ho 
said. 


RERQUIST EXPLAINED that it nor- 


mally takes about 30 days for a qualified 
assistance recipient to be placed on tho 
county rolls. In the meantime, township 
offlcals provide emergency help to pay 
rents or supply food. 


"The county Is just not set up to offer 


immediate relief to families," he added. 


In addition to welfare, the township 


also offers voters registration, highway 
repair, and other services. 


"I feel that the township offers local 


control for many services that are not 
offered to residents either by local mu- 
nicipalities or the county," Bcrquist said. 


Progress made on Maryville plans 


Progress apparently Is being made on 


plans for tho proposed new Maryville 
School In DCS Plaines, although School 
Dist. 26 Supt. John Fridlund predicts the 
facility probably will not be completed 
by next fall as originally planned. 


Fridlund said a Napcrvillc engineering 


firm plans to conduct sol) borings at the 
Gregory Street school site oarly next 
week. The soli tests arc necessary before 
construction con begin. 


Frldlund'8 Information came In a tele- 


phone conversation Wednesday 
with 


Fred Knockc, project engineer for the II- 
II no Is Capital Development Board 
(ICDB). The ICDB oversees tho con- 
struction of oil new public schools. 


FRIDLUND SAID Knockc told him ar- 


chitects have begun reviewing the plans 
for tho Maryvillo School, but the soil 
tests are needed before they can work 
out structural details. 


Knockc gave no indication, Fridlund 


s-<l(l, when construction might begin or 
when the new building could bo com- 
pleted, but he did say tho project had 
born piven hlah priority. 


"Because of tho nature of the students 


at tho school the ICDB considers this a 
special project," Fridlund said. "The 
general impression I got from Knocke is 
that they're going to really push this 
thing as much as possible." 


Cutldrcn who will attend the new 


school arc wards of the state who reside 
at Maryvillo Academy in DCS Plaincs. 
The majority of Maryville students at- 
tend regular classes at Dist. 26 schools, 
but those scheduled to attend the new 
school have special problems preventing 
them from going to public schools. 


THE GROUP of about 120 students at- 


tends the River Road School on the 
campus of Maryville Academy. The new 
school is being built to replace the River 
Road School, which has been declared 
unfit and unsafe by state officials. 


Fridlund said ho feels It is unlikely 


that tho new Maryville school will bo fin- 
ished by the time classes begin next fall, 
but ho said construction should be com- 
pleted shortly thereafter. 
• Until the new school opens, the Mary- 
ville students will continue to attend 
classes at River Road School. 


Parents seeking referendum support 


Parents and booster groups from the four Maine Township 


high schools arc hitting the campaign trail to drum up sup- 
port for a Dec. 8 referendum to complete Maine North High 
School, 


The $6.5 million referendum, approved by the Dist. 207 


board in September, will bring the school "up to par" with 
other township high schools, according to district officials. 


Currently, Maine North lacks proper quarters for music, 


art, speech, drama and printing. The school also needs an 
auditorium, swimming pool, wood shop, photo lab, outdoor 
physical education and athletic facilities. 


According to school officials, construction at Maine North 


was paced to anticipate enrollment. The first stage, com- 
pleted- In 1970, included an academic wing, industrial arts 
area and physical education facilities adequate for 1,750 stu- 
dents. 


WHILE PRESENT ENROLLMENT at the school Is 1,563 


students, principal Robert Wells said some programs are suf- 
fering. 


"Right now the science program is at a standstill — the 


only way to expand the program is to move departments 
occupying the space into other areas," he said. 


Currently, Maine North Is operating programs in areas de- 


signed for other purposes. Art classes are held in science 
laboratories, handicapping both art and science programs, 
while speech and drama students must perform on a make- 


shift stage in the gym, Wells said. 


Because of the lack of facilities, carpentry and wood- 


working arc missing in the industrial arts program and photo- 
graphy from the art program, Wells noted. 


THE SPACE PROBLEM could get worse since projected 


enrollments indicate the school will reach capacity In the next 
three years, according to district officials. The proposed con- 
struction program will increase the capacity to 2,000 students. 


The $6.5 million bond issue will not Increase Maine Town- 


ship tax bills, according to Wells. Because of an increase In 
state funding of education, the tax levy is expected to drop 6 
cents per $100 of assessed valuation on 1974 tax bills, he said. 


Reductions arc also scheduled In the tax rates for the dis- 


trict's fire prevention and safety fund, special education con- 
struction fund and junior college tuition fund. 


If the bond issue is approved, the 1974 tax reduction will be 


about 16 cents per $100 assessed valuation, Wells said. 


MONEY FROM THE referendum will be spent only on 


Maine North's building program, not for salaries, books or 
supplies according to school officials. 


Polls will be open at the four Maine Township high schools 


from 10 a.m. to 7 p.m. on Dec. 8. Precincts will correspond 
with attendance districts of each school. 


Absentee ballots may be obtained at the district adminis- 


tration center, 1311 S. Dee Rd., Park Ridge, from 8 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m.

detective and juvenile work." 


In Des Plaines, police hopefuls are re- 


quired to pass a written and physical ex- 
amination after which the board of police 
and tiro commissioners conducts a char- 
acter investigation of each applicant. 


After successful completion of the tests 


and investigation, each candidate is giv- 
en an oral examination and then ranked 
according to a comprehensive score from 
all the test phases. 


Police officials hire the top scorers ac- 


c o r d i n g to departmental manpower 
needs. The recruits are sent to the Police 
Training Institute- of the University of Il- 
linois in Champaign for eight weeks of 
instruction in the different facets of po- 
lice work. 


CLARK SAID the list of eligible candi- 


dates will probably not bo available,until 
sometime in January. Thirty-four appli- 
cants are competing for police posts. 


The department currently employs 11 


women as communications clerks and 
clerk-typists. Some act as police matrons 
in certain cases Involving women but 
they do no other police work. 


Police in Arlington Heights said two 


women work In their department in vari- 
ous patrol, investigative and juvenile 
duties. One has been with the force more 
than a year and the other for about three 
months. 


Joanne Forton has worked in the juve- 


nile section of the Mount Prospect Police 
Department for 13 years. "The ability of 
a woman to do police work depends on 
the Individual woman," she said. 


"All women can't be police just like all 


men can't cither." 


Police officials have developed a "wait 


and see" attitude toward the possibility 
of women officers in Des Plaines. 


ACCORDING TO Clark, policewomen 


might have some advantage over men In 
handling certain situations such as do- 
mestic disturbances, rape victims and 
crimes with juvenile victims. 


"When It occurs," said Clark, "some 


women might be at a physical dis- 
advantage but a police officer is not that 
often called upon to use physical strength 
In a crisis situation. 


"The problem is not, does one person 


have more strength than someone else, 
but is he a capable officer. That goes far 
beyond physical strength." 


"A good policeman Is made up of In- 


telligence, desire and competence," said 
Clark. "This is a people business and if a 
woman can perform that primary fuctlon 
as well as a man then the department 
and the community will be better off." 


POLICE CHIEF Arthur Hintz said he 


could make no judgement about how well 
female police officers would perform in 
DCS Plaines. 


"We're just going to have to wait and 


sec," he said. "We haven't had this expe- 
rience yet and if and when we do have 
women on the force they'll be expected 
to go through the same training and do 
the same job on the outside as the men."

A big advantage, of course, hi purchasing the 
cell is that you don't have to battle the record-breaking 
crowds expected to jam department stores and shopping cen- 
ters beginning today.

'High food prices may be permanent' 


by TONI GINNETTI 


Rising production costs compounded by 


the energy crisis may mean food prices 
will be Increasing permanently, William 
Kuhfuss, president of the American 
Farm Bureau, predicted. 


"Agriculture is in the same situation 


as all other energy-consuming industries 
in the country," Kulifuss told The Herald 
Wednesday. 


"I think there Is a relationship between 


the cost of production and the price that 
the consumer Is going to pay, and I think 
it is realistic to say that food costs will 
be going up." 


His comments came in the wake of an 


address Tuesday before the Cook County 
Farm Bureau's annual meeting in which 
the national bureau president predicted 
food price increases may be due to the 
energy shortage. 


In a speech nt the Arlington Park Tow- 


ers, Kuhfuss told the county farm bureau 
audience that blame for the current ener- 
gy crisis "just be placed on government 
price controls and regulatory actions" 
and added that rising operational costs in 
farming likely will put farmers in a cost- 
price bind. 


KUHFUSS SAID Wednesday that while 


steps taken to relieve the energy squeeze 
will also help the food price situation, the 
long-range outlook is not bright. 


"The shortage isn't going to go away," 


he said. "We're going to have stress in 
the energy situation for a long time to 
come, I believe. 


"For agriculture to receive its fair 


share in the free marketplace, the con- 
sumer cannot expect to continue to pay 
the same prices for his food, which in- 
cidentally has always been the cheapest 
in the world," he added. 


In remarks made Tuesday during the 


farm bureau meeting, Kuhfuss said "ra- 
tioning and allocations of fuels are not 
the answer to increased supplies. These 
measures don't add one unit of energy 
but merely establish formal methods for 
sparing the scarcities." 


He recommended four steps to In- 


crease energy supplies Including in- 
creased off-shore drilling for oil on the 
continental shelf; eventual end to gov- 
ernment regulation of the natural gas In- 
dustry to provide Incentive for new pro- 
duction development; the end of political 
determination of pricing to permit mar- 
ket prices to prevail and the removal of 
new port facilities for importing fuel. 


Kuhfuss said agricultural production 


consumes about three per cent of the to- 
tal electricity produced in the United 
States and farmers use an additional 2 to 
3 per cent for other purposes. 


FARMS USE NEARLY 25 per cent of 


the nation's production of liquefied petro- 
leum gas for production and domestic 
purposes, he told the bureau. 


"Farmers don't like to pay higher 


prices for their production supplies," he 
said, "but they know it is better to have 
fertilizer available at market prices than 
to have artificially low prices and in- 
sufficient fertilizer supplies. 


"That's why Farm Bureau recom- 


mended the removal of price controls on 
fertilizers," he said. "Higher world 
prices uere siphoning off supplies from 
the U.S. market" 


Kuhfuss has been president of the 


more than two million-member national 
American Farm Bureau since 1970. Prior 
to that he was president for 12 years of 
the Illinois Agricultural Association.

PIP guidelines 
to be presented 
to schools Dec. 12 


Guidelines for Improving Palatine-Roll- 


ing Meadows School Dlsl. 15 have been 
established by the Program Improve- 
ment Plan (PIP) committee and will be 
presented to the school board at Its Dec. 
12 meeting. 


The guidelines, approved by the com- 


mittee Tuesday night, suggests ways of 
Improving communication between the 
school district and the community, ways 
to work out discipline problems, how to 
evaluate the objectives of the district, 
Improving cafeteria service and making 
bus transportation safer. 


They were developed under a state 


mandated program called Goals for the 
'70s. Under this program, each school 
district has to develop a set of goals, spe- 
cific objectives and methods of measur- 
ing those objectives. 


Part of the program Involves taking a 


survey of teachers and parents to dis- 
cover what areas they feel arc the weak- 
est In the sschool district. 


THE PIP COMMITTEE took the sur- 


vey last spring, evaluated the results and 
came up with suggestions for Improving 
weak areas. Lorlta Langlcy, director of 
pupil personnel services, sold that ac- 
cording to the survey, the school district 
was average or above average In all 
areas. Therefore, the committee worked 
on areas considered average: 
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• To improve communications be- 


tween the school district and the commu- 
nity, the committee suggested that 
school board meetings should be better 
publicized. They added that Informa- 
tional meetings, explaining the workings 
and policies of the district should be 
held. Third, they suggested that parents 
be Included In more school district com- 
mittees. 


• In discipline, the committee sug- 


gested that each school study its own 
problem and come up with a solution. 


• To evaluate the districts' objectives, 


the committee suggested that another 
committee be formed, consisting of ad- 
ministrators, supervisors, teachers and 
parents. This second committee will 
work on improving the materials and 
methods used in the classroom. 


• Mrs. Langlcy said that the cafeteria 


program was criticized because it only 
existed In half the schools last year at 
the time the survey was taken. The lunch 
program this year has been expanded to 
Include all 20 schools. The only recom- 
mendation the committee made was that 
menus be studied annually. 


• To moke transportation safe and ef- 


ficient, the committee suggested the dis- 
trict study the results of discussions pre- 
sently being held at the state level.

asleep. During the day, a hectic 
schedule of phone calls and normal 
family activities keep her busy. 


THAT'S JUST THE WAY she likes 


it. 


"I could never spend my time go- 


Ing to bridge clubs or things like 
that," Mrs. Johnson said as she 
stacked away several bags of grocer- 
ies purchased that morning. Keeping 
on the go is apparently her key to 
getting things done. 


"I have to be very organized. I just 


go all day. There's none of this 'nap 
in the afternoon* business for me," 
she said in her soft Oklahoma drawl. 


Mrs. Johnson seems to thrive on

to rescue youths in trouble

The lonely elderly woman, the harried 


father who has just discovered drugs in 
his son's room, the girl whose boyfriend 
is pushing her to "go all the way," the 
transvestite who can't find his place in 
high school society — they've all called 
541-HELP for advice. 


That's the Omni-House: Youth Services 


Bureau Hotline number, a counseling 
service manned by a staff of caring 
teens and adults concerned about people 
with problems. 


The Hotline has been in operation since 


Omni-House first opened its doors in a 
storefront at 516 N. Milwaukee Ave., 
Wheeling, two years ago. 


A group of about 30 volunteers mans 


the Hotline from G to 11 p m. on week- 
days and from 5 p.m. to 1 a.m. on week- 
ends. Nearly 100 calls come in every 
month, most of them anonymous. 


It takes a special kind of person to 


handle those calls and Hotline volunteers 
are screened and given extensive train- 
ing before they're added to the staff. 


CHERYL TOROK. Omni-House psy- 


chologist, said some of the qualifications 
for a Hotline volunteer Include maturity, 
stability, dependability, honesty, con- 
fidentiality and appropriate needs. 


In other words, she said, an Omni- 


House Hotline volunteer must "have It 
together" before he or she can help any- 
one else. 


The volunteers go through two training 


sessions weekly for eight weeks, learning 
what kind of calls to expect, how to point 
out alternatives to allow the caller to 
reach a solution to his problem and how 
to make appropriate referrals for further 
counseling when necessary. 


Leslie Fischer, a junior at Wheeling 


High School, has been a Hotline volun- 
teer since last January. She believes the 
confidential telephone counseling is a 
valuable service to area communities. 


"It's important because It gives people 


a way to just get something out in the 
open," she said. "A lot of times, they 
can't talk to their friends or their family 
and they have to talk to somebody or 
else blow up." 


"Besides serving the purpose of venti- 


lation, it's a liaison between the caller 
and the rest of the counseling depart- 
ment," added Miss Torok. "The Hotline 
volunteers represent the other referral 
services and a person who calls knows 


that somewhere along the line they can 
get the answer they want."

Need a place to stuff your children whenever they arc bad 


or whenever you're hosting a Yuletide party? 


Roger Kobusch has just the thing for you. It's been sitting 


in front of his house on Willow Road in Northbrook since July. 
He's had offers to sell it but is waiting for the right bid. 


It's a 100-year-old jail cell, about eight feet tall and weigh- 


ing a ton, and If you can match his $750 selling price or come 
closest to it, you can have It for your very own. He'll even 
move it for you. 


THE JAIL CELL is an unusual gift for the person who b 


stumped and doesn't know what to get his loved one for a 
Christmas gift. A big advantage, of course, in purchasing the 
cell is that you don't have to battle the record-breaking 
crowds expected to jam department stores and shopping cen- 
ters beginning today. 


Store owners, sales personnel and manufacturers are pre- 


dicting a banner Christmas sales season for the umpteenth 
year in a row. More people, more products and more stores 
assures this will be so. 


For merchandising purposes, the big shopping season be-

PIP guidelines 
to be presented 
to schools Dec. 12 


Guidelines for Improving Palatine-Roll- 


ing Meadows School Dist. 15 have been 
established by the Program Improve- 
ment Plan (PIP) committee and will be 
presented to the school board at Its Dec. 
12 meeting. 


The guidelines, approved by the com- 


mittee Tuesday night, suggests ways of 
improving communication between the 
school district opd the community, ways 
to work out discipline problems, how to 
evaluate the objectives of the district, 
Improving cafeteria service and making 
bus transportation safer. 


They were developed under a state 


mandated program called Goals for the 
'70s. Under this program, each school 
district has to develop a set of goals, spe- 
cific objectives and methods of measur- 
ing those objectives. 


Part of the program Involves taking a 


survey of teachers and parents to dis- 
cover what areas they feel arc the weak- 
est In the sschool district. 


THE PIP COMMITTEE took the sur- 


vey last spring, evaluated the results and 
came up with suggestions for improving 
weak areas. Lorlta Langlcy, director of 
pupil personnel services, said that ac- 
cording to the survey, the school district 
was average or above average in all 
areas. Therefore, the committee worked 
on areas considered average: 
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• To Improve communications be- 


tween the school district and the commu- 
nity, the committee suggested that 
school board meetings should be better 
publicized. They added that informa- 
tional meetings, explaining the workings 
and policies of the district should be 
held. Third, they suggested that parents 
be included in more school district com- 
mittees. 


• In discipline, the committee sug- 


gested that each school study Its own 
problem and come up with a solution. 


• To evaluate the districts' objectives, 


the committee suggested that another 
committee be formed, consisting of ad- 
ministrators, supervisors, teachers and 
parents. This second committee will 
work on improving the materials and 
methods used in the classroom. 


• Mrs. Langley said that the cafeteria 


program was criticized because it only 
existed In half the schools last year at 
the time the survey was taken. The lunch 
program this year has been expanded to 
Include all 20 schools. The only recom- 
mendation the committee made was that 
menus be studied annually. 


• To make transportation safe and ef- 


ficient, the committee suggested the dis- 
trict study the results of discussions pre- 
sently being held at the state level.

When the 
previous clerk decided to leave the 
village job, Mrs. Johnson stepped In 
In April, 1970. She's been clerk ever 
since.

Hotline volunteers ready 
to rescue youths in trouble

The lonely elderly woman, the harried 


father who has just discovered drugs in 
his son's room, the girl whose boyfriend 
is pushing her to "go all the way," the 
transvestite who can't find his place in 
high school society — they've all called 
541-HELP for advice. 


That's the Omnl-House: Youth Services 


Bureau Hotline number, a counseling 
service manned by a staff of caring 
teens and adults concerned about people 
with problems. 


The Hotline has been in operation since 


Omni-House first opened its doors in a 
storefront at 516 N. Milwaukee Ave., 
Wheeling, two years ago. 


A group of about 30 volunteers mans 


the Hotline from 6 to 11 p.m. on week- 
days and from 5 p.m. to 1 a.m. on week- 
ends. Nearly 100 calls come in every 
month, most of them anonymous. 


It takes a special kind of person to 


handle those calls and Hotline volunteers 
are screened and given extensive train- 
ing before they're added to the staff. 


CHERYL TOROK, Omni-House psy- 


chologist, said some of the qualifications 
for a Hotline volunteer include maturity, 
stability, dependability, honesty, con- 
fidentiality and appropriate needs. 


In other words, she said, an Omni- 


House Hotline volunteer must "have it 
together" before he or she can help any- 
one else. 


The volunteers go through two training 


sessions weekly for eight weeks, learning 
what kind of calls to expect, how to point 
out alternatives to allow the caller to 
reach a solution to his problem and how 
to make appropriate referrals for further 
counseling when necessary. 


Leslie Fischer, a junior at Wheeling 


High School, has been a Hotline volun- 
teer since last January. She believes the 
confidential telephone counseling is a 
valuable service to area communities. 


"It's important because it gives people 


a way to just get something out in the 
open," she said. "A lot of times, they 
can't talk to their friends or their family 
and they have to talk to somebody or 
else blow up." 


"Besides serving the purpose of venti- 


lation, it's a liaison between the caller 
and the rest of the counseling depart- 
ment," added Miss Torok. "The Hotline 
volunteers represent the other referral 
services and a person who calls knows 


that somewhere along the line they can 
get the answer they want." 


IN ADDITION TO the Hotline coun- 


seling, Omni-House provides a variety of 
other counseling services for both Indi- 
viduals and families by professional psy- 
chologists. 


For Leslie, serving as a Hotline volun- 


teer is a learning experience. 


"Before, I guess I was kind of shel- 


tered," she said. "I knew people had 
problems, but I didn't really know what 
kinds. Now I know and doing this you 
can really get into the human charac- 
ter." 


In an effort to make more people 


aware of the Hotline, a group of volun- 
teers plans to operate a booth at Rand- 
hurst Shopping Center in Mount Prospect 
next Wednesday through Friday. 


The volunteers will explain the tele- 


phone counseling service and take dona- 
tions. The money will be used to pay the 
Hotline telephone bill that averages 
about $70 per month. 


Volunteers next week also will be put- 


ting up posters and passing out decals 
and buttons advertising the Hotline at 
Wheeling, Hersey, Buffalo Grove and Ad- 
lai Stevenson high schools.

It's a 100-year-old jail cell, about eight feet tall and weigh- 


ing a ton, and if you can match his $750 selling price or come 
closest to it, you can have it for your very own. He'll even 
move it for you. 


THE JAIL CELL is ah unusual gift for the person who is 


stumped and doesn't know what to get his loved one for a 
Christmas gift. A big advantage, of course, in purchasing the 
cell Is that you don't have to battle the record-breaking 
crowds expected to jam department stores and shopping cen- 
ters beginning today. 


Store owners, sales personnel and manufacturers are pre- 


dicting a banner Christmas sales season for the umpteenth 
year in a row. More people, more products and more stores 
assures this will be so. 


For merchandising purposes, the big shopping season be- 


gins today, the day after Thanksgiving and the traditional 
starting point for the holiday gift-buying rush. 


VVOODFIELD Shopping Center in Schaumburg expects 


nearly 200,000 persons to trample each other today in the 
mall's 189 stores, shops and restaurants. But this isn't its 
biggest day. The two Saturdays immediately preceding 
Christmas Day draw more customers and this year probably 
will bring the same turnout.

Damage to a main power box in the building has been 


estimated at $150 and broken windshields total $125, accord- 
ing to Allen Binder, director of parks and recreation. 


Less severe damage was done to several vehicles at the 


garage and a numer of small items were stolen, Binder said. 


"While Insurance covers much of this expense, our insur- 


ance coverage to date on all claims and damages has doubled 
the cost of our premiums and this will no doubt increase the 
cost of next year's premium substantially," he rcmarkpd.

THE JAIL, CELL Is an unusual gift for the person who is 


stumped and doesn't know what to get his loved one for a 
Christmas gift. A big advantage, of course, in purchasing the 
cell is that you don't have to battle the record-breaking 
crowds expected to jam department stores and shopping cen- 
ters beginning today. 


Store owners, sales personnel and manufacturers arc pre- 


dicting a banner Christmas sales season for the umpteenth 
year in a row. More people, more products and more stores 
assures this will be so. 


For merchandising purposes, the big shopping season be- 


gins today, the day after Thanksgiving and the traditional 
starting point for the holiday gift-buying rush.

gress for a handicapped Mount Prospect 
teen-ager to be allowed to use "talking 
books," a special library service admin- 
istered federally. 


The teen-age girl's parents together 


with the Mount Prospect Public Library 
have been trying since March to obtain 
the books for the girl. The regional outlet 
for the books is the Gail Borden Public 
Library in Elgin. 


The reason the girl is being denied us- 


age of the talking books by the Gail Bor- 
den Public Library is because "the girl 
can read," said James Hahn, assistant 
chief of the Reader's Services Division 
for the Blind and Physically Handi- 
capped, U.S. Library of Congress. 


"The law states that anyone who can- 


not use a book through a visual or physi- 
cal handicap may have access to the 
talking books," Hahn said. A person ask- 
ing for the book, he explained, must fill 
out an application, part of which requires 
a description of their disability and a 
statement from a competent person — 
doctor or minister or the like — attesting 
to the accuracy of the application. 


THE MOUNT PROSPECT girl is ca- 


pable of turning pages, of reading nor- 
mally. She is not blind. But she does 
have a hearing defect and a speech prob- 
lem which her doctor feels could be cor-

Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 schools may be closed for two 


weeks In January, along with schools throughout the state, in 
on effort to conserve dwindling fuel supplies. 


Assistant Supt. J. C. Buscnhart told the school board Mon- 


day that the two-week school closing has been suggested 
t>y Michael J. Bakalls, state superintendent of public in- 
struction. 


According to a release from Bakatls, the state superintend- 


ent Monday said school districts may have to consider closing 
for two weeks in January, using the five permitted "snow 
days" and five other days without penalty. (State low re- 
pulrcs schools to be open a certain number of days.) 


Bakalls said up to an estimated 10 per cent of the entire 


state's school fuel consumption could be saved under such a 
plan. He added that the emergency snow days are often not 
used and finally taken In the warm weather at the end of the 
school year. 


School board members appeared concerned and several 


asked Buscnhart if tho closing would be mandatory. He said 
Bakalls' office has not yet decided to go with the program. 


Only Lions Park and Wcstbrook schools use oil for heating, 


Buscnhart said. The remainder use natural gas. 


Buscnhart said Bakalis is also requesting schools to lower 


their thermostats to 68 degrees. Tho district has already low- 
ered them to 70 degrees. Supt. Earl Sutler said parents 
should be alerted to dress their children more warmly be- 
cause of the temperature reduction.

Hotline volunteers ready 
to help youths in trouble

high school society — they've all called 
541-HELP for advice. 


That's the Omnl-Housc: Youth Services 


Bureau Hotline number, a counseling 
service manned by a staff of caring 
teens and adults concerned about people 
with problems. 


The Hotline has been in operation since 


Omni-House first opened its doors In a 
storefront at 516 N. Milwaukee Ave., 
Wheeling, two years ago. 


A group of about 30 volunteers mans 


the Hotline from 6 to 11 p.m. on week- 
days and from 5 p.m. to 1 a.m. on week- 
ends. Nearly 100 calls come in every 
month, most of them anonymous. 


It takes a special kind of person to 


handle those calls and Hotline volunteers 
are screened and given extensive train- 
ing before they're added to the staff. 


CHERYL TOROK, Omnl-House psy- 


chologist, said some of the qualifications 
for a Hotline volunteer include maturity, 
stability, dependability, honesty, con- 
fidentiality and appropriate needs. 


In other words, she said, an Omni- 


House Hotline volunteer must "have it 
together" before he or she can help any- 
one else. 


The volunteers go through two training 


sessions weekly for eight weeks, learning 
what kind of calls to expect, how to point 
out alternatives to allow the caller to 
reach a solution to his problem and how 
to make appropriate referrals for further 
counseling when necessary. 


Leslie Fischer, a junior at Wheeling 


High School, has been a Hotline volun- 
teer since last January. She believes the 
confidential telephone counseling is a 
valuable service to area communities. 


"It's Important because it gives people 


a way to just get something out in the 
open," she said. "A lot of times, they 
can't talk to their friends or their family 
and they have to talk to somebody or 
else blow up." 


"Besides serving the purpose of venti- 


lation, it's a liaison between the caller 
and toe rest of the counseling depart- 
ment," added Miss Torok.

Two governmental bodies, the Village

In 
addition to expanding the road from 20 to 
38 feet, curbs and gutters were installed. 


VILLAGE TRUSTEE George B. An- 


derson said the village decided to widen 
the street "to move traffic through." 


"The opinion of the people who live in 


the area Is Important," he said, "but we 
must consider the village as a whole." 
He said Lincoln has been designated in 
studies by traffic engineers as a collec- 
tor, or main, street. 


Singer and Mayor Robert D. Telchert 


became involved in a heated exchange 
over Singer's offer to give a $500 reward 
for information that any impropriety was 
Involved In approving the Lincoln Street 
project, either by village or township of- 
ficials.

rials such as the talking books. 


Hahn said this was the first such 


request he has ever received and admit- 
ted it would take an act of Congress to 
change the federal law. 


The first law setting up the program 


was passed in the early 1930s and re- 
ferred only to blind adults. The law was 
amended to include blind children in the 
late 1930s and again in 1966 to include the 
physically handicapped. 


By physical handicap it is meant the 


person must be incapable of reading a 
normal book because, for example, he 
cannot turn pages. 


"Really it's not us who are denying her 


the books," Marsha Bauer, head of adult 
services at Gail Borden, said. "It is the 
law. The only thing I can think of that 
could get her the books would be an act 
of Congress."

THE JAIL CELL is an unusual gift for the person who is 


stumped and doesn't know what to get his loved one for a 
Christmas gift. A big advantage, of course, In purchasing the 
cell is that you don't have to battle the record-breaking 
crowds expected to jam department stores and shopping cen- 
ters beginning today. 


Store owners, sales personnel and manufacturers are pre-

ends. Nearly 100 calls come In every 
month, most of them anonymous. 


It takes a special kind of person to 


handle those calls and Hotline volunteers 
arc screened and given extensive train- 
Ins before they're added to the staff.

"The Hotline 
volunteers represent the other referral 
services and a person who calls knows 
that somewhere along tho line they con 
get the answer they want." 


IN ADDITION TO the Hotline coun- 


seling, Omnl-Houso provides a variety of 
other counseling services for both Indi- 
viduals and families by professional psy- 
chologists. 


For Leslie, serving as a Hotline volun- 


teer is a learning experience. 


"Before, I guess I was kind of shel- 


tered," she said. "I knew people had 
problems, but I didn't really know what 
kinds. Now I know and doing this you 
can really get into the human charac- 
ter." 


In an effort to make more people 


aware of the Hotline, a group of volun- 
teers plans to operate a booth at Rand- 
hurst Shopping Center In Mount Prospect 
next Wednesday through Friday. 


Tho volunteers will explain the tele- 


phone counseling service and take dona- 
tions. The money will be used to pay the 
Hotline telephone bill that averages 
about $70 per month.

There's one little button that helps 


Sandy Johnson keep her sanity. It's 
the switch that turns off the phone 
line to the Inverness Village Clerk. 


Mrs. Johnson, a pert 32-year-old 


housewife, is the Village of Inverness 
to many people who call her with 
questions on ordinances, zoning, and 
everyday problems of life in one of 
the Northwest suburbs' most ex- 
clusive villages. 


"You have to be a walking encyclo- 


pedia in this job," Mrs. Johnson said. 
"Actually, I get paid for three to four 
hours of work a day, but it's an all- 
day job," she said. Her salary is $125 
a week. 


Much of the bookwork gets done In 


the evening hours, when the phone 
stops ringing and the Johnsons' two 
young children, Brenan and Dak, are 
asleep. During the day, a hectic 
schedule of phone calls and normal 
family activities keep her busy. 


THAT'S JUST THE WAY she likes 


it. 


"I could never spend my time go- 


ing to bridge clubs or tilings like 
that," Mrs. Johnson said as she 
stacked away several bags of grocer- 
ies purchased that morning. Keeping 
on the go is apparently her key to 
getting things done. 


"I have to bo very organized. I just 


go all day. There's none of this 'nap 
in the afternoon* business for me," 
she said In her soft Oklahoma drawl. 


Mrs. Johnson seems to thrive on 


the busy' schedule. With the men on 
the board of trustees away at their 
own jobs during the week, Mrs. John- 
son fields most of the complaints and 
questions from the residents of the 
village of 1,800. 


"I'm always talking to all the 


people. I know more about"what they 
arc thinking than the trustees can," 
she said. So when village board 
meetings roll around, the clerk is 
there to give the board feedback 
from the calls she's received. 


When it comes to predicting how 


the board will act on a proposal, "I 
never try to second-guess the board 
members," Mrs. Johnson admits. 


WOULD SHE EVER CONSIDER 


running for a trustee spot someday? 


"I don't really know what I'll do in 


the future. My term as clerk runs 
until 1976," she said. But it looks like 
the clerk job Is more her style. 


"I like more the mechanics of this 


job," she said. 


The road to becoming clerk began 


a few years ago when the Johnsons 
inquired about a building permit for 
an addition to their home. In those 
days, the village clerk worked out of 
the Inverness fieldhouse. When the 
previous clerk decided to leave the 
village job, Mrs. Johnson stepped in 
in April, 1970. She's been clerk ever 
since. 


DURING HER TIME in office (the 


clerk Is elected, but has no vote on 
the board), Mrs. Johnson counts 
three big issues that have taken 
much of the board's time. 


There was an environmental ordi- 


nance. But the decisions that will 
make the most sweeping changes in 
the village are the recent approvals 
of a comprehensive plan calling for 
townhouses and business zoning, and 
rezoning for the first condominium 
townhouses In the village's history. 


Until now, developers of Inverness 


have followed the rule of at least one 
acre of land for each home. Some 
homes are built on five acres or 
more. 


Most of those residences are sur- 


rounded by well-manicured lawns 
and landscaping. One of Mrs. John- 
son's projects on her land is to 
change the expanse of mown grass in 
their backyard a bit. 


"You can't see them very well, but 


I planted 500 trees back there last 
year. I'm planning on 500 more in 
the spring," Mrs. Johnson said. She's 
hoping to make a natural forest area 
behind their home at 1850 Tweed Rd. 
in the northern part of the village. 


ANTIQUE collecting is another pet 


project of Mrs. Johnson. On top of 
her other hobbies, she's also in the 
middle of redecorating her house. 


With all the activities, even a vil- 


lage clerk needs to be able to turn off 
the phone every now and then, al- 
though Mrs. Johnson says 
she 


doesn't do that too often. 


Being clerk has kept Mrs. Johnson 


In touch with the adult business 
world, and it's a job she obviously 
likes.
